The Land Revenue from ryotwari including ijara, 
peshkaah and panmaqta, fruit tiees and miscellaneous 
heads* (including poisonous drugs) both on account of 
cuirent demand and pievious aireais and including ex- 
cess collections, amounted to Rs 3,09,62,031, repiesent- 
ing a decline of Ra 15,47,947 oi 4 76 per cent The 
dechne may be attiibuted to the fact that the total rain- 
fall dui ing the year was 26 61 inches showing a decrease 
of 9 25 inches It was, moreover, untimely and uneven 
Agricultural conditions, thei afore, wore not aatisfactoiy

The yeai 1347 P will be lemembeied as a landmark i kn- 
owing to the impoi tant meaaur es f oi the relief of indebted 
agiicultuiista which weie introduced by His Exalted edmuw 
Highness’ Government The Repoit on Agiicultural In- 
dehtednebs submitted by the Additional Revenue Secret- 
aiy aftei a detailed enquiiy and the vaiious mea&uies foi 
reli^ pioposed by him, viz., the lestiiction of alienation 
of land, the conciliation of debt by agreement, the estab- 
lishment of a land mortgage bank for the redemption of 
debt, co-opeiative marketing, the regulation of money- 
lending by statute, the enforcement, thioughout the Do- 
minions, of standar dised weights and measures, the estab- 
lishment of village panchayats and the consolidation of 
holdings have been discussed in last year's repoit 

(i) Re8t7icti(yn of alienation of Umd — The Land 
Alienation Regulation of 1343 P , which had been intro-

Legislative Department 

The Constitution of the Legislative Council lemained 
unchanged duiing tjie yeai 1347 F 

Tvro impoitant piec^ of legislation were enacted in 
the year under repoit, namely The Hindu Widows Re- 
maiiiage Act and the High Couit (Amendment) Act 
The leasona which prompted the mtioduction of these 
measures are 

(1) The Hindu Widows Reman mge Act — It 
has long been a disputed point among the Hindus whether 
the Hindu Law peimitted the remairiage of widows 
On other hand the custom of child mainiage among 
the Hindus has been responsible for a consideiable num- 
ber of giil widows condemned to a hfelong widowhood 
This has naturally resulted in the loweiing of the stand- 
aid of the social life and moiaJity of the Hindus To 
lemedy this sorry state of affairs Act No XV of 1866 
was passed m British India The Hyderabad Hindu 
Widows Remarriage Act, a much needed piece of legisla- 
tion, was passed with a similar object, namely, to preserve 
and stieni^hen the social life of the Hindus of the State 

(2) The High Court {Ammdment) Aot — The 
waiding 6s. Section 13, sub-sections 2 and 3, of the High 
Court Act No HI of 1337 F lent itself to an interpretation 
which was calculated to interfere witii the Firman-i- 
Mubarak dated 12tii Rabi-us-Sani 1846 H , empoweiing 
the High Court, with a view to saving the time of the 
Government, to exercise the powers of transfer of Mun- 
siffs The position has now been clarified by the addi- 
tion of an explanation to Section 13 
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Further, Section 13 aub-section 23 (1) empowers the 
High Couit to confer on the Registrar of the High Court 
any of the poweis mentioned in items (a) to (I) The 
powers mentioned in item (d) relate to petitions regard- 
ing the substitution of lepiesentatives The Registiar 
was competent, after the conferment of the afoiesaid 
powers, to sanction only those petitions about which theie 
was no dispute between the parties In older to save 
the time of the High Court, item (d) of sub-secbon 23 of 
Section 13 has been so amended as to give the Registrar 
powers to take evidence in cases in dispute between the

1 756, Constables and Sowais 9,959, Office establishment 
108, and Menials 102 — ^total 11,925 

Communal relations weie fai fiom saiisfactoiy es- 
pecially in the Osmanabad District and m the Khurshid 
Jahi Paigah Geneially speaking, feelings were aggra- 
vated by the militant attitude adopted by members of the 
Aryasama], and by the tendency of the leadeis of that 
community to exaggerate giossly the facts i elating to the 
most trivial cases in which the members of the Samaj 
weie concerned A campaign of vilification of State offi- 
cials was earned on both within and without the Domin- 
ions, and Aiyaaamaj papeis in certain Provinces of Bri- 
tish India published the most misleading and libellous 
accounts of incidents in which the membeis of the Arya- 
sama] community weie involved Thus, m a lecent case 
that occuned in the Kalyani Jagir, m which an Aiya- 
aaraajist named Nagappa was killed by a Muhammadan 
with whom he had been on bad terms foi a number of 
yeais, the metnbeis of the Aiyaaamaj maintained that 
he had been martyied because he had lefused to embrace 
Islam The Directoi -General of Police satisfied himself 
by local inquiiies that the facts of the case weie as ze- 
pieaented by the Police, and assuied the members of the 
Aryasamaj that the veiaion of the muidei that the Arya- 
samajisls had accepted was entirely inconect They 
lefused to accept this assurance A similai incident oc- 
curred in a Paigah but again the Aryasamajists refused 
to accept the correct version of what had occuned 


On the 12th of Mohan um, which coincided with the 
Hoh festival, a numbei of Holi levelleis in Gulbarga 
Town thiew coloured watei on some Muhammadans, and, 
when the lattei piotesled, a scuffle ensued in the course 
of which one of the Muhammadans was killed by an 
Aiyasamajist named Lai Singh who was amongst the 
revellers The Aryaaamaji&ts maintained that Lai Singh 
was not within 60 yards of the scene of the muider at 
the time when the murder took place He and two othei 
members of the Ai’yaaamaj and 3 Hindus were prosecuted 
for the muzdei and all of them weie convicted, Lai Singb 
being sentenced to 12 veaiq' Riprtfnnq Tmm icnnmonf 
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On appeal, the High Goui t enhanced Lai Singh’s sentence 
and awarded him the extreme penalty. Despite the im- 
partial trial he leceived, membeia of the Aryaaamaj still 
maintain that he was innocent, and that he was convicted 
because of antipathy of State officials to the Samaj 

Some furthei incidents that occmred duung the year 
may be leferied to biiefly — 

Strained ifelationa between the Hindus and the Mu- 
hammadans in the Manjlegaon Taluka of the Bu Distiict 
led to the deseciation of a mosque The Muhammadans 
of an adjoining village ai lived on the scene and an ugly 
situation was saved only by the mteivention of the Police 
The culprits wete discoveied and weie piosecuted 

In village Mukhei in the Nander Distiict, some beef 
was discovered in an Aiyasamajists’ place of woiahip one 
morning Feelings lan high and a clash was nairowly 
avoided 

Communal tension was geneial thioughout the Os- 
manabad District and the issue of ordeis undei Section 
145 A Cr P C was found necessaiy in 9 diffeient vil- 
lages during the year No less than 56 cases were insti- 
tuted in this District and 20 m the adjoining Khuishid 
Jahi Paigah aiea as the direct lesult of this tension 

In village Talgaon, Taluqa Ahmedpui, District Bidar, 
the Hindus painted a Muslim boy blade and took him out 
in a funeial procession on the occasion of the Dhulandi 
piocession. The Muhammadans were incensed at the 
conduct of the Hindus and a clash occui red A Muham- 
madan sustained injuries to which he succumbed The 
parties responsible foi his death weie challaned and the 
case was pending at the close of the yeai 

On the 12th Aban Shamlal, an Aiyasamajist leadei 
of Udgir, and a numbei of his followers, cai lying an 
Aryasama] bannei and aimed to the teeth, joined a 
Lmgayat piocession although pei mission to take out an 
Aryasamaj pi oceasion had not been sought The leaders 
of the Lmgayat piocession lequested Shamlal and his fol- 
loweis not to join then procession but they reused to 
comply with the request The Muslims of the town as- 
sembled in large numbers and protested against the cariy- 
ing of an Aiyasamaj flag an a procession for which per- 
mission had not been obtained The Second Taluqdar 
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and the Munsiff uiged Shamlal and his followeis to leave 
the pi ocession and i etui n to then homes, and they wai ned 
them that if they did not do so, the result would be 
diaastioua They refused to heed the waining conveyed 
to them The Muhammadan spectatois then became 
moie aggiessive and the Aiyaaamajists formed into line 
and one of them named Gangaiam filed at the Muham- 
madans killing one of them, named Qutubuddin The 
Muhammadans retaliated and some me'mbeis of the 
Aiyaaamaj pieaent were injured One of these subse- 
quently died Vigorous measures weie talten by the 
Pobce and a serious communal not was thus pi'evented 
Seventeen members of the Aiyasamaj and two Muslims 
weie subsequently sent up foi tiial The cases were still 
pending at the end of the year 

Feelings lan high in Nizamabad Distiict during the 
Qurbani and pieventive action was found necessary On 
numerous other occasions clashes weie only aveited by 
the timely intervention of the Police 

A strike occurred m the Auiangabad Mills during the 
month of Mehir The situation was tactfully handled 
and the tiouble subsided 

The lelations between the public and the Police were 
good throughout the year The campaign oi vilification 
adopted by the Ai’yasamajists, however, hampered effoits 
to make these lelations stull moie cordial 

The total numbei of cognizable^ cases reported in the 
Diwani and Saif-i-Khas aieas was 13,070 which shows 
an inciease of 1,406 in the Diwam and 97 in Sarf-i-IChas 
as compaied with the figme for the pievious yeai Of 
the cases reported, 1,238 wei e found to he false, 732 cases 
were not investigated, and there were thus 11,100 cases 
for disposal

The numbei of cases whicli ended in convictions 
duimg theyeai, (4,916), was consideiably higher than 
the corresponding e for any of the pi evious five yeai s, 

whilst the peicentage of cases convicted to cases investi- 
gated (39 8), was the highest for the last foui years 
Similarly, the peicentages of cases convicted to cases sent 
to Couit, and of cases convicted to cases decided showed a 
consi^iable inciease on the coi responding figures foi the 
pi evious years The Couits disposed of fai moie cases 
during the year under lepoit than during any of the pie- 
vious five yeais 

The total numbei of cases undei " Offences against 
the State and Pubhc Justice ” was 306 as against 370 in 
the pi evious yeai Thus theie was a deciease of 65 cases 
in crimes falling within this elasB 

Of the 187 cases of noting undei “ Biotingand Unlaw- 
ful Assemhly,” 114 went to Comt Including 68 cases 
pending from the pi evious year, there were ife cases in 
all for disposal Of these, 41 cases ended in conviction. 
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80 111 dnschai©e oi acquittal, 19 were compounded, one 
was filed, and 41 cases weie pending* trial at the close of 
the year 

The numbei of "Serious Offences against Pei son*' 
shows a deciease, being* 1,490 in 1347 P as against 1,662 
in the preceding year Though theie was a decrease of 
72 cases in this class as compaied with the figure for the 
previous yeai, it is much to be regietted that the figuies 
foi murder and cognate offences showed a further in- 
crease, the total going up fiom 357 to 414 Of the 1,490 
true cases leported, 1,024 weie sent to couit Including 
301 cases pending fiom the pievious yeai, there were 
1,325 cases in all foi disposal Of these, 450 cases ended 
in conviction and 322 in dischaige or acquittal. 

Theie was an inciease of 57 cases undei the heading 
" Murdei, attempt at muidei and culpable homicide,” 
as compared with the figuie foi the pievious year Sex 
jealously was the motive in 78 of the cases repoi ted, whilst 
33 were due to monetary gam Peiaonal animosity was 
responsible foi 64 muideis, and land disputes for 58 In 
31 cases women conmnttea suicide by throwing them- 
selves into wells with then childien in arms, 2 cases were 
due to insanity, and 88 weie of a miscellaneous nature 

It 18 giatifying to note that the results of murder 
cases in couit weie the best obtained foi some years 

Clime undei the head “ Seiious offences against the 
person and piopeity or against pioperty only ” bhows a 
slight inciease fiom 2,409 in 1346 P to 2,667 in the yeai 
under repoi t Of the 2,667 cases lepoited dui mg the 
year, 665 went to Couit Theie weie 94 cases pending 
fiom the pi'eviouB yeai, and in all theie were 769 cases 
befoie the comta for disposal Of these, 407 ended ih 
conviction, and 240 in discharge oi acquittal Five cases 
weie dropped, compiomise was accepted in 5 cases, and 
theie was 102 cases pending ab the end of the year The 
percentage of cases convicted to the cases ti’ied was 53 6, 

"Minoi offences against the person ” also increased 
liom 704 in the pievious year to 746 in 1347 P There has 
been little vaiiation in the figuies undei this head dm mg 
the last five years Of the 746 true cases reported 690 
were sent to Court Including 66 cases pending from 
the previous year, there were 646 cases in all for diqnnqnl 
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Of these 91 ended in conviction, 58 in acquittal oi dis- 
chaige, corapiomiBe was allowed in 441 cases, 3 were filed 
owing to death oi escape, and 52 weie pending at the close 
of the year 

“ Minor offences against pioperty ” incieased by 215 
being 2,713 m the yeai 1847 P Of the 2,713 true cases 
reported, 1,377 weie sent to Couit Including cases pend- 
ing fiom the previous yeai, theie weie 1,617 cases in all 
foi disposal Of these 780 ended in conviction, 361 in 
acquittal oi dischaige, pei mission to compound was 
accoided in 207 cases, 14 were filed owing to death or 
escape, and 255 weie pending at the close of the yeai 

Other offences not specified above indicate a very 
heavy inciease fiom 2,018 in 1346 F to 3,180 in 1347 
Fash Of the 3,180 cases leported, 2,968 went to Court 
There were 410 cases pendingfiom the pi evious yeai , and 
theie weie thus 3,378 cases foi disposal Of these, 1,981 
ended in conviction, 709 ended in discdiaige oi acquittal, 
106 in compromise, 62 weie stiuclc off owing to escape or 
death, and 680 cases weie pending trial at the close of the 
yeat 

The increase under "Offences lelating to Keligion" 
was marlced owing to the stiained relations between the 
two majoi communities Mosques, Temples and Grave- 
yai ds were frequently deseci ated 

The number of occasions on which the Police found it 
necessary to apply to the couits foi pioceedings with a 
view to pi eventing a breach of the peace was the highest 
on lecord Such applications foim an index both of com- 
munal tension and of Pohee vigilance On 645 occasions 
the Police applied to the courts to bind down^pei sons whom 
they believed likely to cause a bleach of the peace Five 
hundred and nineteen applications weie disposed of and 
secuiity was demanded in 329 cases. 

There was a consideiable increase in the number of 
offences of this natui e legisteied duiing the yeai, the fig- 
uie being 227, as compared with 90 in 1346 Fasli, and 
24 in 1845 Fash Theie was again a consideiable inc- 
iease in offences undei the Motor Vehicles Act, the num- 
bei going up fiom 497 to 1,066, This was chiefly due to 
extra vigilance

idin aieas was inadequate and consequently eithei sow- 
ing opeiabona su:ffeied a set-back oi the ciop became 
weak and yielded pooi results Khaiif and othei ciops 
suffeied moie or less Abi sufPeied fiom lack of subsoil 
moisture 

Tihe aiea under some of the piincipal ciops dum- 
nished as compaied with last yeai , sugarcane by 47 per 
cent , castoi by 33 pei cent , iice by 24 pei cent , mu&taid 
bv 16 pei cent , and Jawai by 8 pei cent Ciops which 
ahowed an mciease in acieago weie giioundnut 60 7 per 
cent , cotton 16 6 pei cent,, and wheat 4 pei cent, 

Foddei supply was mdequate m yanous aioas 
thioughout the yeai 

Cattle diseases weie pievalent m some areas 

The South-West Monsoon bioke at the piopei time 
but was weak and unsettled It rained lightly in some 
paits and model ately in others and with the showeis 
Khanf opeiation began in Medalc, Mahbubnagar, 
Auiangabad, Gulbarga and Raichui Othei areas had 
to wait foi more lain Abi seedlings in beds became 
leady for tiansplantation in Nalgonda , In the middle 
of Amai dad (June) some heavy showei’s were received 
ovei a laige area In some parts of Maiathwaia 
and Mahbubnagar more ram was needed foi sowing 
The Khaiif and Abi sowings were generally resumed 
except in paits of Gulbarga and Raiehui Subse- 
quently heavy lainfall in some tiacta of Medak washed 
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away the seed sown and the fields had to be resowR, 
while the western and southern fiinges of Dominions 
had only a few showers 

In the third week of Mehir (August) Aurang- 
abadi Bii, Osmanabad and Raichur Distiicts were parti-

The North-East Monsoon which usually helps the 
tate-aown Kharif and Abi and invigorates the Rabi, 
paiticularly in the south and south-western districts, was 
disappointing The average yield of the monsoon was 
1 23 inches as against 2 64 mdies, noimal for 40 years 

During the rest of the yeai under review sporadic

moisture, plants began to languish Insect pests appear- 
ed in some villages of Raichm The seasonal conditions 
continued to be unfavourable in Mehir (August) More 
lain was uigently needed in paits of fourteen distiicts, 
Ati af-i-Balda and Nizamabad being exceptions The 
crop be^gan to wither ui Nalgonda, Auiangabad, Bjr, 
Nandei, Gulbarga, O&manabad, Raichui and Bidai In 
places wheieimoistuie was adequate the ciop progressed 
well Harvesting of minoi crops began in Aban (Sep- 
tember ) in Mahbutanagai and picking of cotton in Adi- 
labad and Paibhiani Occasional showers were of some 
help to the standing ciopa which were definitely improv- 
ed by the rain at the close of the month The rest of the 
Khaiif season was uneventful except for slight damage 
to crops under harvest from unseasonable showers and 
for the continued deterioration of crop in parts of Mah- 
bubnagar, Nalgonda, Gulbarga and Raichui from 
drought Harvesting was finished an Tehngana by the 
end of Dax (Novembei)* but protracted elsewhere till the 
beginning of Farwaidi (February) 


(b) Abi — On the advent of the rams tiansplanta- 
tion under wells and tanks began in Nalgonda and 
broadcast sowing in other parts of Telingana The crop 
grew well but plant disease was reported from Nizam- 
abad and Medak in the third week of Mehii (August) In 
the month of Aban (September) the need of more soil 
moistuie was felt in parts of Miahbubnaig'ai, Nalgonda, 
Waj:angal and Kanmiwigai, and the crop was suffering 
in some tracts of the first two distzncts Towards the end 
of the month light to moderate rainfall in these aieas 
impioved prospects and the incidence of plant disease 
decreased Harvesting began early in Azur (October) 
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failed in Warangial, Kanininagar, Medak and Mahbub- 
nagar Insects also did some damage in Kanmna^ar. In 
the beginning of Isflandai (Jianuaiy) reaping was 
completed 

( c) Rabi — ^The Eabi was anything but satisf actoi y. 
Sowing b^an as eatly as the middle Mehii (August) 
in Eaichur but the rainfiall was so uncertain and spoia- 
dic and the subsoil moisture so meagre that not only did 
the sprouts began to wither eaily in Aban (Septembei) 
in parts of Baichur and Warangal but even sowing had 
to be suspended The ram during the second foitnight 
of Aban (September) bi ought some relief and sowing 
made general pi ogress and the ci'op was weed.ed To- 
wards the end of Azui (Octobei) the lain failed and the 
crop in Mahbubnagai and in many Marathwara* dist- 
nets stood in need of moistuie The whole of Doi (Nov- 
cmbei) and Isfandai (January) weie lainleas and theie 
were only a few showeia in Bahman (December) There 
was little subsoil moistuie left after weeding m large 
areas and conditions caused anxiety Intense cold wea- 
thei in the noithem part of the Auiangabad Subha caub- 
ed some damage The crop was pooi in Tehngana and 
began to withei in parts of |Gulbaiga, Osmanabad and 
Raichur Insect pests were an added menace in some 
parts of Adilabad and Nialgonda The reaping of rabi 
began in Warangal, Mahbubnagar and l^algonda in the 
beginning of the second of Isfandai (January) 

end continued undei unfavouiable cucumstances In a 
few fields at Osmanabad the ciop diied up Unseason- 
able ram and some hail fe^l in Farwardi (Febiuaiy) 
The Rabi I castor ciop in Mahbubnagai was injuied by 
insects Harvesting was <hoinpleted in Ardibehisht 
(March) 

{d) Tabi — Tabi cultivation began early in Bah- 
man (Decembci) arid sowing continued till the end of 
Farwardi (Febiuaiy) The crop had a satisfactoiy 
growth until the middle of Aidibehisht (Maich) when 
water for imgatioA lan short in Nizamabad and MedaV 
Tn parts of Medak the crop rapfdly deteiioiated, and 
failed Ml some villa^B It also failed in five villages of 
Nizamabad Harvesting began about the second week 
of Ardibhehist (Maich).

StoJi dad (June) the water-supply was inadequate in parts of 
Baghat, Mahbubnagar, BiFp Parbhani, Gulbarga, Osma- 
nabad and Kaichut SubseQuently the situation improv- 
ed veiy slowly till the end of Shehrewar (July) At the 
end of the year the watei supply was short in parts of 
every district, except Adilabad, Nizamabad, Auraneabad 
and Nander, ® 
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Unfavouiable seasonal factois ai'e also the cause or 
fahoitage of foddei especially m Mahbubnagar, Gulbai- 
ga. and Haichur at the beginning' of the South-West Mon- 
soon At the close of the yeai foddei was scaice in 
pearls of Waiangal, Kaiimnagar, Mahbubnagai, Bii, 
Gulbarga and Oamanabad. 

Cattle diseases broke out at fust m some villages of 
Mahbubnagai, Gulbaiga and Baichui but by Shehrewai 
(July) practically the wihole of Telingana and some 
tracts of Amangabad and Paibham weie infected By 
the end of Mehii (August) foui distiicts in Manathwaia 
and SIX in Telingana weia infected This was the woist 
peiiod of the yeai With the appioach of the cold sea- 
son the ttouble began to subside, and by Isfandar 
(Januaiy), the only legiona infected weie a pait of Adi- 
labad, Nizamabad and Kalgonda With the advent of 
the hot weathei and the shortage of water and foddei 
the diseases again apiead and at the end of Khuidad

Except foi small fluctuations the giain maiket was Cidm 
featuroleas thioughout the year Opening at 63 saers 
foi O.S. lupee the rate of wheat improved to 6J seers 
eaily in Amaidad (June), 6} seers at the end of Shehie- 
war (July) and to 6 seeis m Bahmati (Decembei) 

From Farwardi 1347 F (FebiiKuy 1938) the puce diop- 
ped agam by small degicea and touched 7 seers at the 
end of Khuidad (April) lomazning at that ^ate till the 
end of tihe yeai 

The rice rate oscillated between 7 and seeis for 
a lupee the final rate being seers 

Jawai, which opened with 13} seers, dropped to

Agriculture. 

The work of the Department may be clMSified ac- woik 
coiding to its natuie as (A) Research, (B) Expeiument- 
al and (C) Demonstration and Piopaganda The leal 
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aim of an agncultuial depaitment is to impro-ve the agri- 
culture of &e coiintry ao that the country may be able 
to pioduce and, oam more fiom it, and leseaich, expeii- 
ment and demonstiation aie means to that end. As an 
instance of the outcome of the leseaich woik may be 
mentioned the new mne^ of cotton, Gaoiani 6, whicii 
has been evolved by the Cotton Reaeaich Botanist, for 
the Gaol am piotected aiea in Mahiatwara This variety 
has pioved to be eupenoi both in yield and quality to 
other varieties and has aheady become veiy populai 
The cultivatoia* crop of 27,000 actea fiom this variety 
which was harvested this year gave them an income of 
Rs 76,000 ovei and above what they would have obtain- 
ed fiom oidmaiy seed As an instance of the outcome 
of experimental woik with foreign varieties of ciops may 
be mentioned the new vaiieties of sugarcane, Coimba- 
toie Noa 213 and 290 and P O J, 2878 The cultivation 
of augaioane and the nroductioh of Gui has met eased 
greatly with the introduction of these vaneties by the 
department Formerly the State used to import Gur for 
local use to the net value of Ks 47 lakhs whereas now 
it is able to export its surplus produce to the net value 
of Bs 6 lakhs Anothei instance of the results of experi- 
mental work of the depiaifcment is the extension in the 
area of groundnut cultivation Formerly it only used to 
be giown to a certain extent in Maihatnwara while the 
area in Teluigana was negligible. Since the propaganda 
of the departnaent in its favour and due to the introduc- 
tion of bunched vaneties the area has extended to two 
and a half lakhs of am es in Tehngana alone Noteworthy 
improvement is also taking place in hoiticultural pioduce 
as a result of the efforts of the department Conse- 
quent on the increase in local production) imports of hot- 
tiGultural pioduce have decreased in lecent ycats to a 
net value of He 6 lakhs 

(A) Besbabch 

(i) BotamcalWork — The object of this work is 
to evolve such types of plants as will give a largei outturn 
of betteo: quah^ Plant breeding work is m piogiess on 
five of the most important ciops of the State The Eco- 
nomic Botanist IS working on nee and castor at the 
Himayatsagar Farm and on wheat and Jawai at the Par- 
bham Farm. The Cotton Kesearch Botanist is working 
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on cotton at Paibhani and Raicihur. The "work on castor 
IS subsidized by the Imperial Councnl of Agricultural Re-*' 
search and the woik on cotton is subsidized by the 
Indian Central Cotton Committee 

Hice — ^The two new varieties, Himayataa^ar No 
263 and Himayatsagar No 504, which have already been 
mtioduced in villages, occupied an area of 2,622 acies 
in Ihis yeai Six othei promising' strains proved higher 
yieldeia than the local seed in the yield tiials conducted 
at the various farms 

Castor — ^Twelve promising types, on being com- 
pared with the local seed, proved superior to it Mabs 
selected seed of a led-stemmed type has been demonst- 
lated in villages 

Wheat — numbei of promising strains weie com- 
paied "v^th the local variety six of which glave highei 
yields A large number of othei good strains aie undei 
study 

Ja%oar » — Selection as being done both in Khanf and 
Rabi jawara A number of piomising strains were com- 
paieo with the local variety two of which gave higher 
yields 

Cotton — This work mainly consists of the improve- 
ment of the Hyderabad Qaoiani cotton, and is being 
done undei the Cotton Research (Botanical) Scheme of 
the Indian Central Cotton Committee. Selection and 
detailed studies were continued A very good new 
variety, Gaorani No 6, which has proved to be supeiioi 
both in yield and quality, has already become very po- 
pulai It was grown by cultivators on an area of '27,000 
acres this yeai Of the other promising strains one has 
given still bettei results on the farms but it is necessary 
to try it f 01 a few years moi e before it can be i ecommend- 
ed to the cultivators The Indian Cential Cotton Com- 
mittee has sanctioned anoUier scheme for the impiove- 
ment of Hydei abad cotton. It is the Hyderabad Kumpta 
Cotton Improvement Scheme which came into operation 
in this year with the object of improving the Kumpta Cot- 
ton of the R^chur District A large number of sam- 
ples have been collected and selection is in proigress One 
of these seems very promising 



(ai) Chemical PTotfc — ^Thia aection was mostly 
engaged hi analytical work in connection with the re- 
seaich and expeiimente of the depaitment and the 
schemes of the Impeiial Council of Agncultutal Re- 
seaich The total number of sample consisting of soils, 
manures, wateis, sugarcane juice, Gut, fiuits seeds, etc , 
analysed dm mg the year amounted to 3,078 Goim- 
batoie varieties Nos 290, 801, 31S, 381, 419, 423, 426 and 
434 have proved to possess very good quality The 
analysis has shown that Co 419, though an eatly variety, 
does not deteiioiate in sucrose content till the middle of 
Apiil >and Go 313 and 331 do .not deteiioiate tall the end 
of ApiiJ This IS la gieat point in their favoui fiom the 
point of view of sugar manufactuie 


(m) Entomological Wo7lc — ^The collection and 
study of some of the insect pests of the State was contin- 
ued and advice was given to cultivatoxB and garden 
owners on the contiol of insect pests which appealed in 
then a ops The piehminaiy general survey of incx- 
dence of the damage caused to the nce crop by the Rice 
Hispa insect was continued This year it was found that 
the loss amounted on an aveiage to 42 per cent of the 
Cl op 


The woik of the Cotton Boll-woim Investigation, 
which is hnaiiced by the Indian Centi al Cotton Commifc- 
tee, was contmued The Cotton Committee sanctioned 
a special giant foi determining the effect of the methods 
of control of insects on the ciop of a fanly large and 
compact aiea This woik was started in the year under 
lepoi^ and earned out in. 230 villages of the Nandei dist- 
rict The effect of the measure taken will be observed 
un the next crop 

(w) PovUry Breedinff — The Poultry Farm at Hi- 
mayatsagar is maintained with the object of ascertaining 
the most suitable breeds of fowls foi the climate of Uie 
state The expeiiment of selection in the countiy fowl 
was continued The vaiious characters are not all fixed 
yet but a giadual impiovement is noticeable in the pio- 
geny The bieedmg of Rhode Island Rede is continued 
at the Parbham Farm 



(B) Experimental Work 


(i) Faim Eiopervinents — ^In view of the differences 
in the nature of the soil and other agiicultutal conditions 
the State is divided into four divisions, viz West 
Tebngana, East Telmgana, Godaveii and Kainatilc

(1) Manuiial Eoapeiiment vjith Rice — ^Theie is a 
veiy seiioua shoitage of manuie foi laising good crops 
oi rice in the country Experiments are being made with 
the object of finding out some othei kinds of manures 
which can be used with or without a mixture of faimyard 
manuie Various aitiflcial fertiliseis are also being 
ti led to see if any one of them, when used with half the 
usual quantity of farmyaid manure, can give a full out- 
tui n so as to make the half of the f ai myard manui e saved 
available for othei ci ops The i esults again confii m those 
obtained in previous yeais that the chief requiiement is 
Nitrogen 

( 2 ) Mrvnm wl Expel iment with Suugavcane — ^The ob- 
ject of this experiment is to find out the manurial le- 
quii ements of sugai cane The results ai e again in favour 
of the highest dose of Nitrogen 

(3) Rotation Experiment ^(nth Rice — ^Rice glowers 
usually glow iice twice in the year on the same land and 
the crop depends for watei mostly on tanks. It often 
haiipens that cultivators put down a large aiea undei 
rice expecting that sufficient watei would be available 
from the tanks but latei m the season the tanks dry up, 
the crop is killed and all the seed and labour wasted Ex- 
perimonls aie being made with the object of discoveiing 
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one 01 more Rabi crops which can profitably replace the 
Tabi rice The Rabi ciop will requiie less water than 
nee 

(4) ChOLlka S<i^l Rotatmi Eixfpervnient — The present 
practice with the cultivatoi^ of Chaika land in Telingana 
IS to glow jawai andcaatoi one aftei the other As ex- 
pel lence at tile depai tmental farms has shown that 
gioundnut and tni can fluccesafully be giown on this 
kind of land it is consideied that the cultivators should 
be encouraged to include these two ciopa in the rotation 
Besides being i emunei alive both of them ai e leguminous 
wops and are theiefore expected to add to the feitility 
of file soil Two diffeient rotations are being tried, viz 
(a) Thiee year lotation, including groundnut, jawar, 
and castor, and (b) Foui year rotation including gi ound- 
nut, jawai, tur and castoi The expeiiment has to be 
continued foi some yeais before any conclusions can be 
drawn 

(6) Planting"time experunents with sugarcane and 
gioundnut were earned out with useful results as also 
expel iments in the method of planting 

(6) Gompansons of Kabi groundnut and cotton 
varieties and varieties of other crops, with a view to find- 
ing out the highest outturn, weie carried out with, valu- 
able results Experimental cultivation on deep regur soil 
and on silted land was also undertaken

Experiments with a number of different varieties of

The Dry Farniing Reseaich Scheme of the Iznpeiial 
ouncil of Agricultuz al Research is located at the 
.aichui Farm This work is being done in collaboration 
abh the Council’e Dry Farming Research Schemes in the 
rovinces of Bombay and Madias The object of this 
3heme is to evolve such methods of crop-growing and 
aneties of crops as will give satisfactory outturns even 
nder uncertain and severe conditions Some promising 
nd encouraging results have been obtained from varie- 

experiments writh setazia, rabi, jawar and cotton 
Ihemical, physical and meteorological studies are also 
Ging made Very useful data is being collected which is 
xpected to give results of great practical value in course 
f time 

(zi) Horifculiurcil Work — ^The department has ex- 
erimental gardens at Himayatsagar, Sangareddi, Par- 
ham, Warangal, and Raichur Farms, which are control- 
id by the Horticulturist with the help of the Deputy 
>irectors of Agriculture of the dmaions concerned The 
rork at present consisto of the comparison of different 
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vaiieties of fiuii for the selection of the ino&t suitable 
ones foi the State Theie are at present varieties of 
mango, sapodilla, giape, pme-apple, guava, fig, giape 
fiuitr eitius varieties, papay,a, banana, date, cocoanut, 
anona and pomegranate besides miscellaneous fruits like 
caahewnui, ziziphua, giewia, etc Some of the older 
plantations aie producing fruit satisfactorily now 

In the experiment with varieties of betel-vine, the 
Dasavari variety of Lucknow, which is considered to be 
the finest variety in India, has also proved successful 
Cashewnut is a new fruit to the State but, as it has prov- 
ed successful and hardy, it is being recommended for 
planting specially at pla^s where there is a scarcity of 
water 

Different kinds of local and foreign vegetables are 
also gi'own at these gaidens with the object of discover- 
ing the most suitable vaiieties and for production of seed 
and demonsti ation 

The efforts of the department towards the develop- 
ment of f 1 uit and vegetable growing industries have be- 
gun to bear results Plantations are increasing in num- 
ber and expanding in size Although fruit crops take 
some years to give full produce a notable increase has al- 
leady taken place in the production The import of fruit 
has decreased by about 32 per cent during the last few 
years 

(C) Demonstration and Propaganda 

The depaitment is utilising all possible methods for 
the intioduetion of agricultural improvements Leaflets 
written in simple language are distiibuted freely, lectures 
and demonstr ations are given on suitable occasions, shows 
and exhibitions are held pei lodically, dramas are staged 
at suitable gather mgs and talks ai e bi oadcast by officers 
of the depaitment from the Hydeiabad Broadcasting 
Station All these methods have certain result but the 
cultivator who is an illiterate practical man is most im- 
pi eased by the full demonstr ation bef oi e his own eyes and 
under his own conditions in the village This latter 
me^od, as adopted by the depaitment consists of the es- 
tablishment of Aided Farms and Demonstration Plots in 
villages It is by foUowing all these methods that the 
department has been able to gain confidence of the culti- 
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itoi The demand for advice and help has increased 
iry much and faome of the impiovements recommended 
f the depai tment have spread and are spreaaing rapidly 
he total azea undei new and impioved vaiieties of ci^opa 
itioduced by the depai tment amounted to 4^34^563 acres 
1 this yeai 

Aided Fm'ma. — ^These farms belong to cultivators

weie demonstzated Othei demonstrations included the 
impiovement of manure, the use of fertilizer s and im- 
pioved agncultuial implements, the lighting of insect 
pests, etc 

Shows and Exhvbxticma — ^The annual Horticultural 
and Poultry Show was held m Hyderabad on 3rd to 5th 
Februaiy 1938 A Eural Development Exhibition was 
held at Fatancheru on 22nd to 26th March 1938 Farm 
Demonstiations are now a legular function of the depart- 
ment Thisyeai such demonstmtions were held at the de- 
partmental farms at Himayatsagai, Parbham, liaichur, 
and Warangal and at the headquarters of the Nizam- 
abad district Besides these, small shows and demonstra- 
tions with lectuies aie arranged at public gatherings, 
such as, TJrses, Jatras, etc The number of su^ small 
shows during this year was 76 and the number of lectures 
given was 359 The play, Premi Kisan/' was staged 
in Kanareae and Telugu by the staff and five talks were 
bioadcast by various officers of the department from the

Pubhcatwns — The leaflets written in the verna- 
Calais on improved varieties of crops, impioved methods 
of cultivation, manures, implements, cultivatioin. of fruits, 
poultry keeping and important maecfc pests, which were 
published formerly, and two new leaflets, which were 
printed this year, were distributed free in laige numbers 
Assistance to the Pubuc 

Rutal Development — ^Thc work of impioving the 
general rural life was started in the Hyderabad State 
about seven yeais ago in the villages round about Paten- 
cheru m the Medak district The Ruial Development 
Centre at Patencheni, which is financed by the' 'Govern- 
ment Industrial Fund Trust, is controlled by the Agricul- 
tural Departancnt The co-operation of the various de- 
partments concerned has been provided by the formation 
of an advisory committee consisting of the heads of the 
departments of Agriculture, Industries, Veterinaiy, Co- 
opeiation, Medicine and Education, 

The Patancheru Centre itself is a place of demonstra- 
tion of proper methods of poultry keeping, goat keeping, 
fish reaiing, kitchen gardcmng, fruit growing, flower 
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growingi cultivation of iield cxops, and production of fuel. 
A museum is maintained containing exhibits connected 
with rui al development The Centre is also serving aa 
an institution f 01 tiaining ruial development woikers for 
the Dominions. This yeai tiaining in all aspects of i ural 
development was given to 35 head-masters of village 
primaiy schools In all ISO workers have so far been 
tiained including the propagandists of the Go-opeiative 
Union and teacheis of village schools some of whom are 
alieady doing good work in then villages Training in 
the piepaiation of fruit-jelly, and pi<dcling was given to 
15 peisons belonging to the Patancheru village 

Actual lural development woik is carried out from 
this Centie in 14 villages lound about Patancheiu but 
concentrated attention is being paid to 6 of them for 
intensive woik The annual Ruial Development Exhi- 
bition was held at Patancheru, as usual, and was attended 
by a large numbei of people from the neighbouring 
villages Besides this, 4 agricultural shows were held, 
44 demonsii ations weie given, 79 lectures were delivered 
and 6 plays were staged. Lectures and demonstrations 
on simple piinciples of health, sanitation, gardening, etc., 
were also continued in the Patancheru Piimary Si^ool 

The Village Improvement Association of Patancheru 
continued to do useful woik under the guidance of the 
Centie by way of improving the diainage and water- 
supply ol the village, the mtroduction of windows in 
houses, oigani&ing plague relief woik and social activ- 
ities and staging of educational plays It has also 
opened a seed depot for the supply of improved seeds to 
the cultivators of the village 

The total area under the improved vaiieties of all 
mops amounted to about 183 acres The demonstration 
of the pi oper method of consei vation of f aim-yard manure 
is giadually becoming populai Ten new pits were 
started Encouragement to the growing of fruit, veget- 
ables and dowers in the backyaids and the planting of 
avenue trees on roads was continued 

Encouragement to the keeping of fowls of good pure 
breeds is given by disUibuling of eggs on half-Aare 
system (Balai) , and 1,161 eggs wei e distributed this year 
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beside 1,189 which weie sold to ianciers A census oi 
fowls was undei taken about the end of the year, and it 
was found that theie exist 213 buds of puie bieeds and 
293 czoBS-bieeds, 

For the impiovement of the cattle an impioved bull 
of the Malvi breed has been made available foi the village 
and 92 sciub bulla weie castiated this year 

The two night schools, started hy the Centie, conti- 
nued to function and 42 vallageis weie taught leading 
and wilting and simple aiithmetic beside being given 
geneiai infoimation on lural development subjects 

In the mattei of impi*ovement of health and sanitation 
a new well was constructed in a village which had no 
well foi dunking watei and an old well was repan ed in 
anothei village A di am was also constructed in Patan- 
cheiu and a load was lepaired in anothei village and 
avenue tiees weie planted there by the villagers them- 
selves Ten manuie pits weie removed flora the centre 
of the village to the outskiits Neaily a thousand in- 
oculations weie done foi plague and 200 for small-pox 

On the social side, sports and games were an anged as 
usual and piizes were awarded to the winners The 
Patencheiu Boy Scout Troop continued to render useful 
service on suitable occasions 

Besides the woik at the Patencheru Centre, which is 
directly controlled by the Agiicultural Depaitment, the 
distnct agiicultuial staff ihas been oideied to co-operate 
actively with othei depaitments in connection with the 
luial development woik stalled by Government in all the 
districts of the State They staited demonstration and 
propaganda at most of these centi es which were opened 
in time foi the ciop sason 

Supply of Agiicultwral Stojea * — The cultivatoi has 
not yet fully recoveied fiom the effects of the general 
economic depression He cannot aiFoid to pui chase new 
things on a cash basis Most of the departmental sales 
used to be made on Taqavi system The Taqavi amount 
was sanctioned this year foi the supply of seeds only and, 
therefore, the sales of manures, implements and other 
requisites were not large There is a special staff for the 
distiibution of the Gaorani cotton seed in the Gaorani pro- 
tected area The depaitment supplied seeds of improved 
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vaiieties of ciops foi an aiea of 2,44899 aeies Plants 
of fiuits, vegetables, flowers, avenue tiees and ornament- 
al ahi ub& wei e supplied to the numbei of 29,676 and seeds 
of the bame to the amount of 68 lbs This does not include 
the seed which is spi ending natm ally by passing directly 
f 1 om one cultivatoi to the other without the medium of 
the depaitment noi does it include the garden stoclc which 
the garden owneis obtained diiectly from the seed and 
plant meichanta a numbei of whom have come into exist- 
t'nce in leeent years The depaitment supplied castoi- 
cake, Nicifop Ammonium Sulphate and Superphosphate 
for an aiea of 1,655 acies This does not include the 
quantity which the cultivators obtained directly from the 
local maiket and fiom the agencies of fertilisei supply- 
ing films which have been opened in various districts in 
iccent yeais, some of the manufactureis of Agiicultuial 
implement have opened agencies m vaiious distiicte and 
a f ew blaclcamiihs in villages aie lepioducmg some imp- 
roved implements and supplying them to the cultivators 
direct Excluding these the depaitment supplied 186 im- 
plementb and 1,736 spaie parts The demand foi apaie 
parts shows that the cultivatois are actually using the iin- 
plementb which they have taken The Machineiy Section 
continued to give advice regarding selection and election 
of powei* pumping plants, etc

this Act IS to maintain and inipi ove the standai d of cotton 
grown in the piotected aiea by prohibiting the import 
and growth of infenoi cotton m that aiea There aie two 
piotected ai'eas in the State, VIZ (o) the Gaoi am piotect- 
ed area in the north and (6) the Kumpta piotected area 
in the south Nanded is the chief maiket foi the Gaorani 
area All carts bunging cotton to this maiket aie ins- 
pected in the maiket compound by the depai tmental staff 
and passes are issued showing the Gaorani as separate 
iiom the shoit-stapled Haven The two lots aie stock- 
ed, ginned andpie&aed sepaiately in the factoiies and the 
hales aie given distinctive marks Also, two diffeient

During the year 44 societies weie cancelled as against

Public Worke (Irrigation and Building) 

The suiveys of Roads and Bridges and ordinary survey 
Irrigation Works were, as usual, earned out during the 
year by Tank Restoration Survey Paities Special 
investigations in connection with big Irrigation Projects 
were also undeitalcen The lesurvey of the Davenoor 
Project, whi^ is a combined Irrigation and Hydro- 
Electric Scheme and that of the Dmdee Project, which 
is also a combined Hydro-Electnc and Irrigation scheme 
were the chief activities The iriigation pait of the 
latter will cost about Rs 36 SO lakhs and is intended to 
protect a great portion of the Daverkonda taluq of 
Nalgonda district from the ravages of famine The 
Manair Project was also investigated under a prelimi- 
nary survey and the reports thereon and estimates 
amounting to Rs 43 lakhs weie submitted for sanction 
of Government A partial scheme of the Tungaba'dra 
project was also prepared,

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The Depaitment has been paying particular atten- 
tion in 1 ecent years to the constiuction of new roads with 
a view to open up undeveloped tracts and to provide a net 
work of Gommunications in all the districts During the 
year undei lepoit, t^e ^oad Boaid, which has been 
constituted to advise the Government on the pohcy and 
piogramme of load development in the State, held one 
meeting on the 28id Isfandar 1347 P, when approval 
was accorded to 25 Oiiginal woilcs estimated to cost over 
Hs 26 lalths 

The new raad construction woiks which were in 
piogieaa duiing the yeai, numbered 20 and aggregated 
370 miles, 7) furlongs and aie estimated to cost 
Rs 44,18,980 

The inti’oduction of heavy motoi vehicles and the bus 
semces in the distiicts has made it imperative to under- 
take, along with the construction of new roads, improve- 
ments to ihe emating loads, such as metalling, improving 
the cuives and grades, providing masonry woiks and 
constructing causeways and budges to ensure quiclc and 
uninterrupted locomotion. 

The causeway across the Mohanraopet vagu in 
Kanmnagai Division, the causeway across the Manjiia 
liver at Kallam, the budge across the Bensura nver in 
Bir Division and the widening of the bridge at Begumpet 
in Hyderabad Division weie completed during the year, 
while nine impoitant causeways and highway bridges 
were in course of construction 

The Government have constituted a Road Fund to 
which is credited the Petrol Cess subvention received 
from the Government of India as well as the pioceeds of 
the State Vehicles Tax Out of this Fund, an annual 
allotment of Rs 5 lakhs is given by the Government for 
road works and the unspent balance is earned forward 
from year to yeai The work of making the road from 
Lakdika Pool to Golconda dust-proof was met from the 
above grant and was completed dunng the year Six 
other works, estimated to cost Rs 15,54,570, chargeable 
to the giant, were in progress 

The total length of loads maintained by the depart- 
ment at the end of 1346 F was 4,698 miles, 2 furlongs, 
comprising of 3,068 miles 6 furlonss of metallpd ronds 
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and 1,624 miles, 4 furlongs of muram roads With the 
completion of the new roads during the year, the total 
mileage increased to 4,727 miles, 4 furlongs at the end 
of 1347 F After the completion of the lo^s which are 
under construction, the total road mileage will be 6,098 
miles 

The iriigation works under the Public Woiks Depart- 
ment fall into two categories, vtz (1) Ordinary iriiga^ 
tion sources, such as tanks, amcuts and channels foi 
which capital and levei^ue accounts aie not kept and (2^ 
Large stoiage reservoirs across the nver valleys, such 
as Wyra, Palair, Nizamsagar, etc , for which capital and 
revenue accounts are kept The total expenditure on 
Irrigation Works financed from ordinary revenues 
during the year under repoit was Ks 19,90,732 as 
against the booked expenditure of Rs 82,44,916 in the 
previous year 

The works undei (1) aie numerous, almost wholly 
confined to the Telingana districts of the State and most 
of them are small tanks There aie, however, a few 
large tanks in Warangal and Karimnagai diati icts which 
are woith noting, via , Ramappa, Paknal, Laknawaram, 
Ghanpooi and Sanigaram which irrigate from 2,000 to 
10,000 acies 

A large numbei of the old turigation sources have 
already been restored and brought up to standaid and 
such of them which irrigate not less than 60 acres are 
periodically maintained by the department 

As usual, during the year under report, several tanks 
were taken up for lestoration and special repaijs Of 
these, the number of works which cost over Rs 10,000 
and which were either completed or remained in prog^ss 
was, 23 in Warangal Cucle and 6 m Medak Circle, 
Work on 267 other tanks cost below Rs 10,000 each 
Besides the above works, the following three large pro- 
jects were in progress during ihe year

tile affected districts of Raichui, Gulbaiga, N^onda and 
Mahbubnagai duiing the second foitnight of April 1938 
and oideied the opening of additional works, ceitain 
grants of extiaoidinary taccavi, the sui vey of some fiesh 
I'oads for 1348 F and other concessions In accordance 
with these oideis and in oidei to lelieve distiess a num- 
ber of P W D works which weie ffuanced eithei fiom the 
normal P W D Budget or fiom the Famine Resei ve (to 
the extent of Rs 9 08 lakhs) were stai ted and employ- 
ment given to those in need of lelief These weie so dist- 
iibuted over the aieas affected that no raigiation of la^ 
homers to othei distiicts oi to Biitish India was neces- 
soi’y and the pet sons reheved were able to sleep in their 
own villages at night as no legulai famine camps weie

Duiing the year undei lepoit the Road Boaid, consti- 
tuted for advising the Government on the policy and 
progiamme of load development in the State^ had only 
one meeting on the 23rd Isfandai 1347 P when approval 
was accor^d to 26 oiigmal works eBtimated to cost 
Bs 26 16 lakhs 

During the past decade the depaitment has been pay- 
ing paitiGular attention to the constiuction of new roads 
with a view to open up undeveloped tracts and link up 
taluq and commeicial centres with district headquarters 
and the city With the mil eduction of heavy motor vehi- 
cles and bus services in the districts, at has been increas- 
ingly necessaiy (1) to metal the roads, (2) to construct 
masonry works wnerever necessaiy and (3) to bridge 
stieams and iiveis in oidei to ensuie qmclc and uninter- 
rupted locomotion The total length of roads maintained 
by the depaitment at the end of the year was 4,727 miles 
of which 1,624 miles weie of Mmiam and 3,103 miles ol 
metal 
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During the yeai under report, the following new road 
construction works were in. progiess

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AnoUiei inlei eating event was the opening o£ the 
State Kailway Hotel at Auiangabad In Maich 1938 Tt 
costs moie than Rs 2 lalcht* and is deaig:ned on modem 
hneq to meet a long felt need of tourists visiting the 
Ajanta and the EUoia caves 

Fiom Iflt Januaiy 1938 the Railway was entiusted 
with aviation activities of the State also an Aeio Club is 
aheady functioning and Hydeiabadis are being tiained 
as Air Pilots, Giound Engineei, etc , and landing giounds 
aie being constiucted at various places in the Dominions 
When the landing facilities .aic ready and theie is a de- 
mand foi au seivices it is pioposed to lun scheduled aei- 
vices to vaiious places twth within and outside the State 

Improvements in Railway facilities introduced during 
the yeai include the enhancement of passengoi seivices 
fiom 82 to 88 tiains p^i day, a laige inciease m the 
numbei and scope of concessions, the speeding up of goods 
services on both the gauges with speedy connection at 
3 unctioii stations, impioved eateung ariangemente undei 
efficient supeiwision and the intioduction of fans in the 
new 3id class carnages 

Excursions and conducted loui a continued to foim an 
impoitant featuies of the year's woiking Among the 
new facilities intioduced during the year was a special 
trip to Bombay foi the Ciicket Test Match in January 
1938, a conducted toui to Noithein India and special 
educational toms 

A scheme foi the lecieation and welfaie of the sub- 
01 dinate staff employed at out-stations was inaugurated 
duiing the yeai 

At the end of the yeai the bus seivice was operating 
ovei a loute mileage oi 3,890 miles with 308 buses and 
cais The goods service opeiated ovei 460 route miles

at the end of the yeai 1347 F , 919 post offices in the 
Dominions This woiks out at the aveiage of one post 
office foi eveiT- 93 aquaie miles of teiiitoiy Similaily, 
the numhei of outside lettei'-box-os legistoied jn in- 
cieaae of 292, although 38 lettci -boxes, which were found 
to be unsuitably placed, weie i emoved in the period under 
review The expansion of postal facilities in the villages 
was lui'thei developed and the numbei of postmen and 
Village postmen rose to 857, while impioved tran&poit 
conditions helped the postal mileage to touch the new

The progressive increase legistered m the postal sav- Saving 
mgs bank business in the previous yeai was maintained 
duiing the yeai undei leport 18,100 new accounts in- 
volving deposits amounting to Rs 90,44,881-4-9 weie 
opened while only 4,482 accounts amounting to 
Rs 82,98,432-15-2, wcie closed The increasing popu- 
laiity of the Savings Bank is evidenced by the fact that 
the numbei of new accounts continues to inciease each 
year with a corresponding mm ease in the total deposits 
This 18 apparent fiom the fact that during the year 
1846 P 11,183 new accounts weie opened and 4,066 
closed The total numbei of accounts at (he end of the

At the beginning of 1347 Pash a sum of Rs 2,17,887 
was outstanding against the subsciibeis of whi(^ Gov- 
ernment depat tments accounted for Rs 61,302 and pri- 
vate subsciibeis foi Rs 1,56,585 Dunng the year 
tecovery was effected fiom the Government departments 
to the extent of Rs 27,415 and fiom the private subs- 
cnbers to the extent of Rs 60,000 The balance is mostly 
due from subscribers who are no longei on the List 

In Khurdad 1847 Fash an estimate foi Rs 4,16,533 
was sanctioned by H E H for convei ting the present C B 
telephone system to the Automatic system. The work 
was taken in hand and lemained in pi ogress during the 
year 

The woiking of the district exchanges showed no im- 
provement The number of subsci ibers at the end of the 
year at Auiangabad, Jalna, Warangal and Raichui was 
36, 24, 62 and 9 respectively as against 48, 84, 64 and 9 
respectively during the pievious year 

As a measure of economy the establishment at Raachur 
was curtailed to the barest minimum and it was placed 
tentatively under the supervision of the Superintendent, 
District Power Scheme at Raichur. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

Public Health. 

SECTION (A) 

SanitatK»0 and Public Health. 

In the districts the registration of Births and Deaths 
continued to be defective as in the past. The Draft Act 
prepared to improve registration remained under the 
consideration of G^rnment when the year ended. 
Special attention however has been paid to the reporting 
of epidemic diseases The Revenue and Police Depart- 
ments co-operate with the Health authorities and ihe 
epidemic figures registered may be taken as almost 
accurate. 

In Hyderabad City vital statistics are collected by the 
Police and Municipal authorities. In the City the birth- 
late per mille was returned as 17.2 and the death-iate 
as 18 1 compared with 15.8 and 17 8 respectively m the 
previous year The birth and death rates are far below 
the accepted average m Bntish India 

The total number of births legisteied in the yeai undei 
report was 170,646 (80,422 males and 81,224 females) 
as against 163,226 (84,996 males and 78,230 females) 
in 1846 Fash, showing an increase of 7,420 over the 
previous year's figures. The number of deaths recorded 
during the year totalled 161,081 giving a ratio of 10.6 
per thousand of population compared with 126,089 with 
a ratio of 8.7 in the preceding year 

The endeavours of the City Improvement Board, the 
Diainage Department and the Water Works Department 
supplemented by the timely and effective precautionary 
measures taken by the Special Plague and Malaria 
Departments, established to root out plague and malaria 
from Hyderabad, contributed considerably towai^s the 
improvement of public health in Hyderabad City. 

126 
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Executive authority legaiding geneial sanitation in Gei^rai 
the distiict towns and villages is as usual in the hands of 
District Boards The officers of the Public Health go" <>< 
Department are represented on each Board. The general state 
sanitary condition of the State has improved very con- 
siderably due to the co-operation of the Revenue Departs 
ment In the large towns there is considerable sanitary 
progress. Many district towns have been provided with 
a pure water-supply and efficient surface drainage under 
orders of the Water Board. The profvision of modern 
maiketa and slaughterhouses and die improved conser- 
vancy arrangements in large towns have produced 
appreciable improvement Apart from the st^ of the 
labile Health Department eadi District Board employs 
a qualified Health Inspector who repoita to the Board 
through the District Health Officer Improved conditions 
are not so marked in^ villages but in certain villages 
selected by the Rural Reconstruction Board modern ideas 
of sanitation have been introduced and the co-operation 
of the villager has been secured. Each such village 
becomes a stimulus and an example to neighbouring 
villages and there are signs that sanitary consciousnesB 
IS gradually awal^enmg Fubhc health work done in 
the last four years is a clear pioof of a more stimulating 
policy for the future In Hyderabad City all woik con- 
nected with plague and malaria remained in the hands 
of the Public Health Department General sanitation 
and conservancy of Hydeiabad City remains undei the 
control of the Municipal Corporation The City Improve- 
ment Board is doing good work m improving the City 

Sufficient funds have not been available to take up 
this very important matter The Public Health Depart- 
ment have constantly called the attention of the Munici- city 
pality to the defects of the surface drainage system and 
have stressed the need for the early construction of new 
storm water-drains and the remodelling of existing 
drains The " River Improvement Scheme ” to remedy 
the insanitary condition of the nVer Moosi which runs 
through the heart of the City was under the consideration 
of Government when the year closed 

The watei-supply in Hyderabad is of very good water- 
quality but is no longer sufficient for the rapidly growing . 

needs of the City Additional supply and new filters ai e ^ 

necessary, 
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The elaboiate scheme for improving the sanitary 
condition of villages within the 15 mile radius of Hyder- 
abad City, Itnown as " Frontier Villages^'* could not be 
bi ought into effect foi want of funds Preventive work 
against plague and cholera have however been earned 
on consistently with good lesults In ordei to piotect 
Hyderabad City and the Secunderabad Cantonment from 
constant infection it la essential that necessary funds are 
provided by Government early 

This IS pidyalent in the following towns — Yadgir 
and ^orapui in the Gulbarga district, Deglur in the 
Nandet distiict, Palam in the Paibham distiict, Raichui 
in the Raichur Diatnct, Parbhani in the Parbhani 
district, Bhir in the Bhir district and Nareyanpet in the 
Mahbubnagar district 146 in-patienta and 1928 out- 
patients were tieated during the year for guinea- worm 
The work of converting ' step wells * into ‘ draw wells ’ 
IS steadily being continued by tlie Well Sinking Depart- 
ment Medical Officers treat cyclopa infected wells with 
'flhunam' Gumea-wom suiveys were made in 56 
villages xn Kandhar and Biloli taluqs and 125 persons 
were found suffeiing from Guinea-worm in these 
villages Surveys weie also made in. Baichur Guinea- 
worm infection is veiy prevalent in the Osmanabad 
district where twenty per cent of the population suffer 
Most of the villagers draw their supply of water from 
step wells 

The chief causes of mortality were choleia with a 
death-rate of 0.7 per imlle, plague 0 1, fevers 7 1, dysen- 
tery and diariohoea 0 4, respiratory diseases 0 2, injiuies 
0 2 and other causes 1 9 

Cholera — There was a widespread and viiulent 
epidemic of cholera throughout the Dominions The 
distance that repoits of fresh outbreal^ had to be earned 
and the simultaneous infection of many villages at one 
time rendered the lapid application of pieventive 
measures very difficult 164,875 inoculations against 
cholera were peifoimed during the year All known 
anti-cholera measuies were adopted as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances allowed 

This contiifauted 7,741 deaths against 9,548 reported 
m the previous year, Brfar and Mahbuhnagar suffered

severely 'vnth 1,308 and 896 deaths i espectivety 
Mortality m the otiiei distiicts vaiied from 786 in Nal- 
gonda distiict to 21 in Saghat Theie were 47 deaths in 
Hyderabad City and Suburbs 

Swall‘^ 03 i — There was a very mild epidemic of 
small-pox during 1347 F In the Dominions the disease 
claimed only 178 victims compared with 245 last year 
and most of the cases occuiied among unprotected 
children Bhii and Aurangabad district returned 00 
and 30 deaths lespectively The Vaccination staff pei- 
foimed 397,708 vaccinations against 377,084 last yeai 

Plague — In 1347 Fasli 1,801 plague deaths were 
registered against 2,145 last year. Bidar suffeied most 
with 648 deaths When the year ended Bidai and Osman- 
abad were still repoiting a few cases of plague Inocula- 
tion against plague is becoming popular 163,652 people 
weie inoculated duimg the year compared with 245,550 
in the previous yeai The deci’ease in the numbei of in- 
oculations peifoimed was due to the mildness of the 
epidemic duiing the yeai of lepoit 

Fevers ^ etc — The moi tahty from fevers lecorded was 
101,707 against 83,896 m 1346 F. The villa^ pateU 
are still unable to differentiate ' Fevers ' Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery deaths letuined in 1347 F were 6,191 com- 
pared with 2,692 in the previous year while respiratory 
diseases accounted for 2,413 deaths against 1,216 last 
year 2,806 injuries weie recoided during 1847 F 
against 2,286 m the preceding year Other causes 
accounted for 26,506 deaths against 20,598 in 134C F 
Under the existing conditions of regiatiation a large 
number of deaths is not properly classified Seven cases 
of ceiebio-spinal fevei weie tieated with no deaths 

In most of the distiicts fairs and festivals were 
permitted to be held only as “ Local " The prevalence of ^ti- 
the widespread and virulent epidemic of cholera through- vaia 
out the dominions during the yeai fully justified the 
refusal to allow large congiegations of people from wide 
areas The entire medical and sanitary arrangements 
weie controlled by the Public Health Department The 
District and Taluq Boards were advised with regard to 
the Sanitary ariangements to be made at each pilgrim 
centre. These recommendations were earned out as far 
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as possible but owing to paucity of funds propel public 
health arrangements could not be made in some minor 
fairs Special public health arrangements were made 
as usual for the famous Bhadrachellam jatra, the Male- 
gaon Jatra and the big Pattan fair aiyi proved to be quite 
efficient The Cinema Gar visited the Bhadrachellam 
Jatra this yeai also. Very special and thorough arrange- 
ments weie made for ihe safe transit of the six important 
palkies to and from Pandharpur It is pleasing to repoi t 
that all fairs and festivals where the supervijBion and 
arrangements were undei the Public Health Departmenc 
ended this year without any outbreak of epidemic 
diseases 

The Cinema Car was on tour for 141 days during the 
year and visited 6S villages m districts and gave 55 dis- 
plays with 104 lectures The total distance travelled was 
2,200 miles. The Assistant Surgeon treats the side and 
mvea lectmes in the local language on health subjects 
illusti ated by Cinema filma as well as magic lantern slides 
on plame, cholera, malaria and rural uphft Topical 
news fOms are also displayed to add to the attraction In 
addition a gramophone and i ecoi ds of songs dealing with 
public health subjects are in use and have pinved useful 
The cinema shows are very popular in all areas and 
attract large audiences Health Propaganda activities 
in the State are summarized as follows — 

(i) Education of the public by lectures m the 
elementary principles of Sanitatdoii including prevention 
of epidemic diseases 

(tf) Lantern lectures on plague, cholera, small- 
pox and ^neral sanitation especially during fairs and 
festivals 

(m) Special lectures to village patels and pat- 
wanes 

(vo) The organizing of Public Health Weeks and 
Baby Shows. 

(v) The exhibiting of charts, posters, models and 
pictures showing the causes of diseases and their spread. 

(vi) The distribution of leaflets on health subjects 
in the local languages 

(m) House to house talks. 
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In view of imperfect sanitary airangements and the epidemic 
heavy toll that epidemic diseases levied in the State, Hia 
Exalted Highness the Nizam's Government m 1918 tiieir 
established the Public Health Department as a separate 
service m°"the 

H3rdera- 

In 1934 the Public Health Department was completely 
reorganised with the mam object of impioving sanitary 
conditions in the towns, and la rural aieas Special 
attention was devoted to the prevention and contiol of 
epidemic diseases The reoiganisation and increase of 
staff has made the health seivice readily available in 
areas thieaiened by outbreaks of epidemic diseases and 
valuable leaulta have been achieved in the sanitation of 
all aj:caa The Health Department's duty is general 
supei vision and contiol of the sanitary services and pre^ 
vention of epidemics throughout the Dominions which la 
checked and mspected by the D^uty Director of Public 
Health He touis fiequently thioughout the Dominions 
with a view to co-ordinate activities and to keep m 
personal touch with officials of other departments 

In the Public Health Department the method advo- 
cated to ensure co-operation of the people is limited to 
pei suasion and propaganda Only in cases of emergency, 
such as outbie^s of epidemic disease, some compulsion 
IB introduced when persuasion fails. It is generally 
found that co-operation of the people can be obtained 
where popular insti action is undertalien Pamphlets, 
posters, magic lantern lectures, house to house talks and, 
pai*ticulai]y, the cinema car all help to create a helpful 
public opinion. 

The atiength of the vaccination staff now employed 
in the Dominions is 146 There is a Vaccinator for each 
taluq and 13 for Hyderabad City Vaccination is com- 
pulsory foi all childien and especially between tee age of 
SIX months and one year 397,708 vaccinations were 
peifoimed in 1347 Fash agaanat 377,084 in the pievious 
yeai The cost of vaccination was Rs 88,161 97 per 

cent of vaccmations were successful 

Plagiie — ^Hyderabad City and many of the districts 
have been subject to recurring epidemics of plague, Eadi 
epidemic lasts about 9 months disappearing with tee on- 
set of the hot diy season A. Special Plague Department 
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was established about nine years ago to combat the 
epidemic in the City of Hyderabad Surveys have been 
made in the districts and it was found that several 
endemic cenUes existed where plague persisted through- 
out the year It was fiom these centores that recrudes^ 
cenee ocean ed in the rams and rapidly spread over wide 
aieas Consistent effotts m lat destruction in the 
endemic ai eaa throughout the year have effected a 
marked reduction of plague 

During epidemics, in addition to these measures, 
disinfection, evacuation and inoculation also are carried 
out In every infected locality fumigation and the 
closing of rat-holes is extended to 200 yards round the 
infected house The City Improvement Board is gra- 
dually building lat proof dwellings ijci Hyderabad City 
and rat-proof grain godowns are gradually replacing the 
old type of buildings so favourable to rats. In the 
districts during epidemics, disinfection, evacuation and 
inoculations are earned out and human migration to non- 
infected areas is contioUed as far as possible. Much has 
been, done by piopaganda and example and it is giatify- 
ing to record that in many villages the people now accept 
inoculations and realize the importance of evacuating 
their houses as soon as there is a rat-fall where formerly 
there had been a prejudice against inoculation and it was 
difficult to achieve evacuation until there had been 
human deaths. 

For the five years piior to 19S0 the average number 
of deaths from plague in Hyderabad City and suburbs 
was 2,998 while the average number of deaths from 
plague during the nine years of anti-plague operation 
has only been 416 

Cholera — The result of insufficient isolation, con- 
cealment of suspected cases, intermingling of contacts 
with healthy people and neglect to safeguard the wells 
end the water supplies are the chief causes for the spread 
of cholera in these Dominions, Wherever possible pre- 
cautionary measures are taken in permanganatmg wells, 
isolating and treating the sick. 

The disinfection of wells is widely understood and in 
many villages cholera was promptly axrested by this 
measure 



Inoculation is used for uidividual protection with 
£:ood Insults but epidemics of cholera cannot be arrested 
by this means alone ImprdEvrement in the construction 
and conliol of watei-supphes is the only safegnaid 
against i ecurnng epidemics of cholera 

The attendance of people fiom infected villages at 
leligiouB festivals and migration to npn-infected places 
generally lead t^ollution of wells, rivers and canals over 
a wide area The distance that reports of fresh out- 
bi eaks have to be carried and the simultaneous infection 
of many villages at one time ^metimea render the prompt 
application of preventive measmes difficult Wells of 
infected villages are * pinked ’ with, excellent results. 

The Water Board under the Revenue Department 
(Local Fund) are proceeding steadily with large schemes 
and rapid progress is being made. All major towns are 
being piovided with a filteied water-supply and like 
HycSrabad City should be free from the menace of 
cholera The precautionary disinfection of wells with 
potassium permanganate in the hrst months of the hoi 
weather is always encoui aged and has been very success- 
ful in the Frontier villages around the City of Hyderabad 
for many years 

SmaU^ox — laige percentage of the population of 
the Dominions was left unpiotected in previous years 
with the result that there were considerable epidemics of 
small-poXp but now the Public Health Service has been 
reorganised and, encouraged by active propaganda, 
vaccination is pushed on vigorously with the result that 
there were only 178 deaths from smalUpox in 1847 P 
(1937-38) People now realise that unprotected children 
are a source of danger to community and they bring 
their infants and children more residily for vaccination 
Nearly four hundred thousand vaccinations are now per- 
formed each yeai and, to augment the above, a Vaccina- 
tion Act has also been prepared 

Yaws — This disease is prevalent in the districts of 
WarangBl, Karimnagar, Adilabad and Mahbubnagar. 
Mass treatment is the only method for eradicating this 
disease from a place A scheme for carrying on an in- 
tensive treatment campaign izi the affected areas received 
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the appioval of Government and mass treatment was 
undertaken in the above disti'icts with splendid results. 
The spread of infection is thus at its lowest ebb 

Burai Be- To co-ordinate and to guide the activities of the Rural 
Beconsti'uction scheme a Central Board has been consti- 
tuted by Government, The Centi al Board meets every 
quarter and considers the leport of progress made in the 
districts and determine what further action is necessary 
to promote and consolidate the village uplift movement 
The Director of Public Health exerciaea his authoi ity in 
order to make the public health staff contribute their very 
beat to the success of the scheme The District Boards 
meet once a quarter and exeimae a general supervision 
0 (ver Taluq Boards m the actual working of the pro- 
gramme in selected rural centras The Taluq Boards 
meet every two months m the village or villages chalked 
out foi development Special instructions have been 
issued to all the District Health OfAcera with regard to 
town and village planning 

There were sixteen itinerant dispeneaneB in char^ 
mfpeni of Assistant Health Officers — one in each distiict The 
anei numbei of villages visited aggregated 2,524 compaied 
with 2,167 in the previous yeai They were out on tour 
for 8606 days The number of patients treated was 
49,898 compaied with 36,436 in 1846 F and the 
number of opei ations performed was 456 (of which 14 
were majoi) against 1,137 opei ations including 159 
major operations last year. 36,844 were inoculated 
against plague, 46,363 against choleia and 8,047 weie 
vaccinated against smafi-pox compared with 38,379, 
48,418 and 685 lespectively last year. They disinfected 
20,662 wells with potassium peimangEinatG and gave 
1,966 health lectuies which weie well attended The total 
cost of these itineiant dispensaries amounted to 
Ra. 80,027-10-1 compared with Rs 81,281-8-10 in 1846 
Fash. 

Under the Rural Reconstruction Board recently con- 
stituted by Govemmeivt a comprehensive scheme involv- 
ing an expendituie of Rs 69,984 per year for raising 
the number of these useful travelling dispensaries by 
sixteen was sent up to Government and sanction is 
awaited When this scheme meets with tiie approval of 



Government each district will have two travelling dis- 
pensaries and. will then be able to devote more prompt 
attention to all infected rural areas 

The District Water Works D^artment looked after 
the management of the following completed systems of sumiiy 
piotected water-supplies duiing the year of report — Slm- 

1 Jalna Water Works 

2 Aurangabad Water Works. 

3 Latur Water Works 

4 Raichur Water Works 

6 Gulbarga Water Works, 

6 Nanded Water Works. 

7 Sedam Water Works 

All the above-mentioned watei-supply schemes have 
been lunning efficiently duiing the yeai 

The Sedam Water Works Scheme^ which is the second 
of its kind, was constaueted for the water-supply of a 
minor town and is under the control of the District Water 
Works Department, is giving aatisfactoiy results. The 
first scheme for a minor town 'was the Manvi Scheme 
which IS controlled by the Raichnr District Board. 

Protected water-supply and surface drainage schemes 
for 6 majoi towns and water-supply schemes for two 
minor towns were completed m 1347 F The drainage 
schemes are managed by the municipalities m the res- 
pective towns The following worlis were under consti uc- 
tion during the year under review: (a) Warangal 
Water Works, (&) Warangal Drainage Scheme, ( 0 ) 
Remodelling the Gulbaiga Water Works, (d) Gulbarga 
Drainage Scheme and (e) Osmanabad Watei-Supply 
Scheme 

A detailed plague survey was made in Hadgaon of Plague 
Nanded district and anti-plague campaign work was in 
progress in Osmanabad headquarters, Latur, Kallam, anti 
Nilanga, Kohir and Zahirabad areas The policy of 
tracing outbreaks of plague to defimte endemic centres paisns 
and applying intensive anti-rat measures to danger 
points has been of very great value The scientific work 
of plague surveys has been of in^timable value in direct- 
ing and checking plague in the State. 
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Detailed aui veya were made regarding malaria in the 
Nizamsacai Pioject aiea of the Nizamabad district, in 
the Parhham distiici, at Yellareddi, Doob^ aji,d eleven 
suiiounding Villages in the Medalc district Anti- 
malaiia campaigns aie in progress in Raichur, Narayan- 
net and Lingal m the Mahbubnagar distiict, Selvoy in 
the Warangal district, m the Parbhani district, Laj^ti- 
pet, Raiura-Manickgaih and Utnoor in the Asifabad 
diatiict and Khanapui in the Bidar district Distiict 
towns and villages appiemate the results of anti-malaria 
woik which aie now widely lecognised and followed m 
the districts with good results 


Diatnct8—lS2 schools were visited in 1347 F. by the 
Civil Surgeons and Taluq Medical Officeis and 55,711 
boys and 2,166 girls were inspected The abnormalities 
nptieed during medical inspections included, as usual, 
enlarged tonsils, adenoids, pyoihoea, scabies, img-woim, 
heart-disease, ridcets, jaundice and secondary anaemia 
Parents of idiolais suffering from ordinary ailments 
leceived written advice to obtain treatment from medical 
officeiB It IB very gratifying to note that parents are 
now realising the value of medical inspection of school 
(^lldren and readily respond to the recommendations of 
the Medical Inspector by bringing their children to 
hospital for immediate treatment The physical condi- 
tion of the boys is repoi ted to have sufficiently improved 
in many schools but undei-weight children are noticed 
in many schools , 


City Schools — The staff lemained the same as last 
yeai* for medical inraeetion. Ten primary schools for 
boys were added to the list of schools bringing the total 
to 36 including 9 schoole for girls 16,886 boys and 4,574 
gills were examined during 1347 Fasli 


341 pupils were detected going to school without mid- 
day food 01 tiffin The incidence of malnourished or 
undeifed pupils is high Seiious cases of malnutrition, 
however, are very few. 


Skim milk powder was tried experimentally for about 
4 months during the year in one middle sdiool on 26 
malnourished hoys Another group of 16 boys from the 
same classes of nearly the same age and of equal build 
and social status was kept under observation as controls. 
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The result ■waa found to be encouraging as the boiys "who 
were given skim milk increased by an average of 3 lbs 
over that of the contiol group whose increase was only 
one pound It is pleasing to note that the Director of 
labile Instruction has promised to provide necessary 
funds for a similar experiment to be made in three moie 
schools but official sanction is still awaited from the 
^ucation aul^oritiea 

Three Centres were at woik as reported last year 
The fourth Centre in Kazipura locality could not be centiea 
opened as the building is not yet ready A Centre was 
opened in Nizamabad district headquarters. Two more 
will be opened in Gulbarga and Raichur, where the 
buildings are m rapid progress and are being financed 
from H E H the Nizam's Silver Jubilee Funds Splendid 
woik is being done m all liie Centres which are becoming 
incieasineiy populai 1,721 antenatal cases and 1,161 
post-natal cases were attended to 92,786 children were 
attended to, 69,042 bathed, 60,100 given, milk free, 19,668 
given medical tieatment and 7,874 referred to Hospitals 
12,865 houses were visited and 65 Dais were trained 

The question of increased grants to the three Centres 
was pending disposal before the Hydeiabad Municipal 
Corporation when the year ended The recurring 
expenses for the Infant Welfaie Centres for the year 
under report aggregated Bs 18,204-8-7 against 
Rs 12,893-13-9 last year. 

Urban Hoimng — ^The first act of Government m the 
direction of improving the sanitation, and housing con- Rural 
ditions of people was the estabUshment of a *' City Houainj; 
Improvement Board ” an the City of Hyderabad. The 
Board began their woik in 1324 F clearing slum areas 
by dismantling ill-ventilated and insanitary houses and 
building “ model " houses in their place Since then they 
have built 12 colonies with a total of 2,486 houses The 
Boaid have also demolished severe gram markets, which 
were the main source of plague infection, and have built 
new rat-pioof stouctures and a Cential Mai'Iret in the 
heart of the City The magnitude of these undertakings 
by Government for the welfare of the people may be 
gauged fiom the fact that the City Improvement Board 
have already spent over 2J crores of rupees up to the 
present, 
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Parka and playgrounds have been opened wherever 
suitable areas were available. Industrial areas are set 
apart a little away fiom inhabited aieas to safeguaid 
public health 

In district towns siniilar improvements in housing 
cond itions ai e being made Mo dern buildings for admin- 
istiative offices and offceis’ quarteis in open areas aie 
being piovided Well-to-do people are moving to new 
extensions where good roads with avenues of trees, 
drainage, water-supply by pipes and electricity enhance 
the amenities of life This is particularly noticeable in 
Latm, Nander, Nizamabad, Warangal, Baichur, 
Aurangabad but is also appaient in many oiher towns 

Rural Hotiatng — Rural housing conditions are 
changing though slowly as a result of lural uplift work 
launched by Government in different parts of the

For some years past the object of the Public Health Tubercu- 
Department has been to combat against tuberculosis by 
etvery means, medical as well as social and economic and 
to see lliat no case of tuberculosis left uncared for Apai t 
from 160 hospitals and diapensaiies in the State, where 
tubercular patients are seen and treated, the Government 
have made special aiiangements to fight this terrible 
disease 

Tuberculosis Chmcs . — The first unit of the scheme 
is the Tuberculosis Clinic which is not only a receiving 
house and centie of diagnosis and treatment but also a 
centre for anti-tuberculosia propaganda against tuber- 
culosis One outpatient clinic has been working for over 
6 yeais in temporary buildings at Dabirpura but a new 
building has now been completed land furnished with 
eveiything necessaiy foi caiiying out work on modem 
lines Two nuises and one specially tiained Medical 
Office! reside on the piemises Domiciliary visits and 
examination of contacts aie made with the object of 
studying the home conditions and detecting cases in the 
cm able early stages of the disease Incipient and sus- 
picious cases aie kept undei observation and facilities 
pTOvided for the aftei-caie of patients who have benefited 
by institutional tieatment A Tubeiculosis Speaaliat of 
Civil Surgeon lank has been put in charge of ^e work in 
Hyderabad City. 

Another dime has also been started in connection 
witii the outpahents at Osmama Hospital where cases 
are recei'ved thrice a week. 
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The second unit of the Scheme includes a tuberculosis 
hospital and a sanatoiium 

Tubei cndos^a Hoapitcsl . — ^For several years large 
number of T,B cases have been treated in a special 
section of the Isolation Hospital but a separate T B 
Hospital IS being built now on the new University Road 
at IiingampaJly and will be completely equipped and 
leady foi occupation in the course of the next year At 
this new hospital a special segregation block will be con- 
structed foi advanced and incurable cases of tuberculosis 
which will serve a very useful puipose in preventing 
infection of healthy memli^iB of a family when a 
patient is removed from his home The compulsory noti- 
fication of open cases of tuberculosis, if appioved by 
Government, will also help to stop the spread of infection 
If all such cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis were isolated, 
the hope of stamping out this disease could reasonably 
be entertained 


SoiMitomwn — The moat suitable site in the Domi- 
nions for a sanatorium, Anantagin Hills, has already 
been purchased This is an, elevated plateau fifty milcss 
from the City Flans for all the buildings have been 
completed and progress is being made with the scheme 
for the provision of an efficient water-supply 


A careful malarial survey of the locality has shown 
that theie are no infected villages within 3 miles of the 
site which, in itself, is unsuitable for mosquitoes 


The pi ejected sanatorium aims at permanent arrest 
of disease by prolonged treatment In, addition to 
medical and suigieal pioeedures, rest and graduated 
exemse, open air and sunlight play an important part 
in bringing about a cure Suitable cases for admission 
will be selected by the^ Specialist in Tuberculosis from 
cases under pnvste practitioners as also from those at 
the Clinics and T B Hospital The educational value of 
sanatonum treatment is of the utmost importance to the 
patient who is taught how to maintain his health after 
he leaves the s^atorium, and also to the rdatives and 
othem vrho see the improvement resulting from fresh air 
and heatthy sun oundmgs. 
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Money to provide all thebe institutions is a»vailable 
and the vrorlc is being €Kpedited under the special oi ders 
of Government 

At present treatment of cases is conducted regulaily 
and systematically in such buildings as are available 
There are 24 beds foi lung tuberculosis and about an 
equal number of beds for surgical cases including bones, 
joints, glands and abdominal T B at Osmama Hospital 
wheie 3ie latest forms of treatment aie given under a 
Tubeiculosis expert One Civil Surgeon, two Assistant 
and two Sub-Assistant Surgeons have been specially 
trained for this woik 

J^birpura TB Chnxc » — At the Clinic theie are 
special arrangements to carry on the tieatment of 
Pneumothorax cases which have had institutional treat- 
ment before Two emergency beds have also been pro- 
vided at this dispensary for pati&nta requiiing urgent 
medical aid or observation for a day or two.

Hospital, who went to Enffland on study leave, passed

Out of the amount earmazked foi expansion and 
leorganiaation of the activities of the Unani Department, 
a poition was utilised foi modeinising the building of 
the Sadai Unani Shafaldiana Nizamia neai the Char 
Minar and also in adding to the equipment and othei 
facihtiea foi treatment obtaining there and in othei 
Government dispensaiies It also made possible the 
extension of moie adequate financial aid to private 
Unani dispensaiies and piactitioneis, both in the city 
and the districts

Though the department has issued notices through the 
Municipality to all the house owners m the City, whose 
properties fetch a rental of moie than Bs 30 per 
mensem, many of them have not yet come forward to 
take house connections Unless some penalty is intro- 
duced in the Bye-Laws and the Municipality enforces the 
orders it is not possible to have more house connections 
though the department is, foi the present, bearing the 
cost of connections from the limits of the houses to the 
public Sewer ^ 

In view of the Viceiegal Visit, estimates amounting 
to Rs 1,63,870 were sanctioned by the Public Worlra 
Department to construct cement concrete loads on the 
existing metalled roads from (1) Lakdikapool to Gol- 
conda Fort and (2) Fateh Darwaza to B Batteiy, and 
for tar-painting (i) the First Lancer Road and (i/) the 
Road from Langar Houz to Osmansagar.

The scheme of Tutorial Woik introduced in 1844 F , 
was successfully continued duimg the yeai Undei this 
scheme, each studenL in the Science Depaitment has to 
wiite an essay on a given subject at least once a foi^> 
night, while in the Aits subjects weekly essays aie 
written These essays ai*e collected by membeia of the 
staff, and discussed in the class-iooms At the begin- 
ning of the session 1347-48, a new scheme of forming 
“ general tutoiial gioups ** was mtioduced, undei which 
all the students of the tJniveiaiiy weie divided into small 
gioupa, each of which was assigned to a member of the 
staff Separate Gioup Regiateis ai^e piovided, and the 
Tutois are expected to meet their wards at least once 
a month to advise them with legaid to their studies and ' 
othei matteis 

The total numbci of students in all the Faculties of 
the I][niveraity at the end of the yeai was 1,823 as Emoi- 
againat 1,834 last yeai This figure also includes stu- 
dents in the Women’s College and the Intermediate 
classes of the Intermediate Colleges 

Foul new scholaiahips weie sanctioned with effect ReBoa«ii 
fiom Mehii, 1847, foi the following subjects — Urdu, 

Histoiy, Kanaiese, and Mahiatti The Reseaich Boaid 
held 3 meetings duiing the yeai at which the rules and * 
regulations i elating to the proposed PhD degiee were 
discussed ^ and passed These are now befoie the 
Senate 

All the thiee Hostels of the University, — ^A, B, and Rewden- 
Tempoiaiy, — weie efficiently maintained and managed 
undei the BUpei vision of then lespective Wardens The UmveT- 
average numbei of lesidents in the 3 Hostels was A — 

106, B — 174, and Tempoiaiy — 11 Total — 357 The 
health of the lesidenta was satisfactoiy The monitoiial 
system continued to woik satisfactoiily in maintaining 
diaciphne in the Hostels and in the Dming-halls In 
addition to the usual social functions, excursions to the 
Nizam Sagai and to Bangalore and Mysoie were also 
airanged, and pioved a gieat success 

The two Dining-halls attached to the Hostels were 
lun efficiently under thasupei vision of the Dining-halla 
Committee This Committee consists of the Wardens 
of the three Hostels, the Medical Officer, and the Senioi 
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Food Monitors of the Hostels The Committee is I'es- 
ponsible foi pui chasing supplies, az ranging weekly 
menus, and maintaining discipline in the Dining-halls. 
The Waldens and the Medical Oflicei dine with the 
students by turn All supplies aie legulaily examined 
by the Medical Ofllcei, who also inspects the kitchens 

At the request of the members of the Vegetarian Din- 
ing-halls, separate tables with glass tops weie piovided 
Special anangements were made this yeai to supply each 
lesident of the Hostels with half a pound of milk daily. 
In addition to this all non-resident students of Uni- 
veisity are also given half-a-pound of milk on Wedriea- 
daya, when they attend the play fields foi physical train-

Health, The University dispenaaiy continued to be housed 
Trani-^* in the Tempoiary Hostel and tlie total numbei of patients 
mg and tieated at the Dispenaaiy duiing the yeai was 5,641 
Ganui figure mcludes, in addition to the lesidenta of the 
Hostels, day-scholais, and University seivants leaidmg 
within the Univeisity aiea The numbei of indooi 
patients tieated at the dispensaiy was 6, all of whom 
weie dischaiged after lecovery Foui hundied and fifty 
students of the University weie medically examined and 
special wiitten instiuctions legarding tieatment, diet, 
etc , weie given to those found deficient in health The 
Umveisity Spoits Committee continued to look aftei the 
physical tiaining of the students It is giatifymg to 
note that at the end of tlK yeai the closing balance of the 
Spoits Fund was Rs 6,816-9-7 

The Ciicket Team did not do vei’y well in the League 
Tournament this yeai The Hocltey Club staited its 
activities without foui of its best playeis, who had left 
the UniveiBity, but it has since had an accession of 
s>trength due to the fact that there aie some very pio- 
mismg playeis among the newcomeia The Football 
Club gave a veiy good account of itself It played 26 
matches with outside teams, of which 16 weie won The 
Tennis Club played a numbei of matches against outside 
teams It drew against the Bngineeiing Colleffe.

in the Inter-Univeisity Tennis Touinament at Allah- 
abad A well -01 ganised Hoat Club was stalled duiing 
the yeai under lepoit Out of 70 applicants, 22 were 
selected aftei swimming tests held at the Himayat 
Swimming B ath The fii st 1 6 wei c eni oiled as membei s, 
and 6 weie kept on the leaeive list The life-boat of 
the Engineering College which is stationed at Husain 
Sagai IB used foi tiaimng the xnembeis in i owing 
Basket-ball, Volley-ball, and Badminton were played 
legulaily and a team was entered in one of the contests 
in the Intel -College Spoits Meet A new featuie intro- 
duced this year was the holding of compulsoiy evening 
clasaea in physical tiaining for lesidents of the Hostels 
who do not play any of the majoi games These classes 
are held thiice a week Similaily all day-scholais aie 
lequired to do physical exeimses once a week on Wednes- 
days after the Univeisity hours 

The two platoons of the University Training Coips Military 
cm oiled in 1346 F completed two years* tiaimng, and 
weie examined by the Officers of HEH the Nizam-'s 
Regular Poices Ceitificates weie awaided to the suc- 
cessful candidates at the Univeisity Convocation It is 
a matter foi gratification that last year the Coips were 
allowed the privilege of talung part in the Buthday 
Parade of H E H 5ie Nizam, along with the Regular 
Forces Government have kindly sanctioned the en- 
lolment of 4 platoons 

The discipline of the Univeisity during the year Diaoip- 
undei lepoit was quite satisfactory No cases of moial 
delinquency oi gross bieaeh of lules weie leported The 
two Proctoia continued to look after the discipline and 
welfaie of the day-scholais and visited then places of 
residence. 

In addition to the Students' Union, which is the chief Bxtia- 
oiganisation of the students for tiaimng them in self- 
expression through debates, lectures and somal functions, Aotivi- 
and which continued to flouiish with its usual vigoui, a 
numbei of othei health activities were also encouiaged 
in the University The sole obiect of these activities is 
to biiiiff the membeis of the staff and students into closei 
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infoimal relationship with each other These activities 
aie playing a conspicuous pait in fosteiing a apiiit o£ 
iTseaich among the atudenis and in piomoting fellow- 
feeling 

The LiLeiaiy Ciicle was piimaiily stalled with the 
object of piomotine woik ol an intensive intellectual 
type among the students It has a hmited membeiship, 
and consiEte mostly of post-gi aduate students Five 
meetings wei e held dui mg the yeai undei i epoi t at which 
papers on the following subjects weie lead by the mem- 
beis — Sexuality in plant life, the Rise of Islamic Juiia- 
piudence, Soaal Laws in Modem Hyderabad, and the 
Importance of Colouiataon and Pattern m the Animal 
Woild These meetings aie also attended by members 
of the staff 

The chief aim of this Ciicle is to foster a spiiit of 
inquiiy and ciitical thought in the study of the chief 
languages of the State, and in Hindi and Sanskiit The 
Glide consists of the Telugu, Kanaiese, Mahratti, Sans- 
kiit and Hmdi Depaitmenta, the Research scholais at- 
tached to these Depaitments and the OfRce-beareis of 
their 1 espective Unions The following are some of the 
topics on which papeis weie read duiing the year under 
lepoit — ^Leadeis and Landmaiks in Telui^, Undei> 
eurients of the Modern Mahratti Poetry, Hyderabad's

This circle was started in 1346 P with the object of

Medvum of iTistruction — ^Most of the Pnmaty 
Schools happen to be bilingual, with parallel classes in 
Uidu and the local language This system, necessitatiiig 
as it does, the employment of two different sets of teachers 
in each school — one foi Urdu and the othei for the local 
language — makes Piimaiy Education doubly expensive 
Neveithfiless, it ig the aim of the Department to give full 
effect to the policy of Govei nment requiting that Pnmaiy 
Education should stiictly be imparted through the 
motor-tongue of the pupil Accordingly, efforts were 
made during the yeai under report to strengthen and 
improve the teeing staffs of the Pnmaiy Schools as 
legards the local languages

table that Rs 96,866 were eonti ibuted by the Depai tment 
to Private Schools as giant-m-aid 

The numbei of pupils on the rolls on the last day of 
the year undei tepoit was 190 (111 boys and 79 girls), 
as against 160 in the yeai 1346 Fash The Kindergarten 
and Montesson Section of the school continued to be 
populai 

At pieaent, the school is accommodated m a rented 
building, which is neithei suitable nor sufficient for the 
inaeasing strength of the school A proper building la 
a desideiatum Dm mg the year undei report, a plot of 
land was acquiied fiom the City Improvement Board at 
Narayanguda at a cost of Rs 28,792-8-0 and the question

the demand foi Gills' Education is inci easing definitely 
and appi eciably, not only in urban but also in rui al areas 
In satisfying this giowing demand, the Depaitment is 
faced "With two mam difficulties the fiist is the laclc of 
funds and the second is the paucity of well-qualified 
women teachers Additional funds have been provided,

Drill IS obligatoiy in all ^ools In schools -which have 
then own play-grounds, outdooi games have also been 
made compulsory, every pupil being required to take part 
in some game or othei two or three times a week 

Lack of Play-grounds — ^The need for play-grounds is 
felt keenly, especially in Baida Duiing the year undei 
report, the Mil Jumla Tank, ihe Yadgar Husain Kunta 
and the land adjacent to Murlidhai Bagh were selected 
as suitable for use as play-grounds and con espondence 
for their acquisition was started with the Municipal 
Commiasionei and the Supei intending Engineei, City 
Impiovement Boaid If the DepaiLment succeeds in 
acquiiing these open spaces, the Mir Jumla Tank will be 
utilised as a play-giound for the Darul Uloom High 
School, the Daiush Shifa High S(^ool and the Shahah- 
bunda Middle School, while the Yadgir Husain Kunta 
will be given over to the City College It is proposed to 
build a stadium on the land adjacent to the Murlidhar 
Bagh Theie aie also other plots of land in the City of 
Hyderabad for the acquisition of which the Department 
IS corresponding with the City Impiovement Board.

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Phyaioal Education tn GvrW Schools — During the 
year under lepoit, Mias Shaw, the Physical Instructress 
foi Gills' Schools, did much useful work Thanks to her 
elfoits, theie was a distinct improvement in the quality 
of physical education impaited in the Girls' Schools in 
Baida The annual Inter-School Competitions have given 
the much needed impetus to sports and games in Girls' 
Schools m Baida, but the lack of play-grounds is felt to 
be a seiious handicap 

The Boy Scout Movement — During the year under 
report, the movement made steady progress, though more 
activity was noticeable in the distucts than at headquai> 
teis as far as the starting of new ti^ops is concerned At 
the end of the year under report, there were 181 troops 
in the Dominion^, as against 154 m the previous year, 
while the numbei of scouts, rovers and cubs was 5,827, 
as against 1,862 in 1346 Fash The activities conducted 
during the yeai undei report included the Annual Scout 
Week, the Renewal of Promise, the Birthday Rally and 
othei Rallies, a Vaiiety Show and Training Camps. A 
Radio Pxogiamme was also arianged The Scouts 
evinced keen iivteiest in all these functions, and the 
demonstrations weie highly appreciated by the geneial 
public The total expendituie on the Seoul Movement 
during the year 1347 Pash amounted to Rs 46,336 as 
against Rs 46,966 in the previous year 

Gvt h Guides — Dunng the year under report, 
Guiding made steady progiess throughout the Dominions 
and the work of all the diffeient companies was on tlie 
whole satisfactory The total number of Guides, Guidors, 
Rangel s, Blue-birds, Officeis, etc , at toe end of the year 
under leport was 3,169 as against 2,719 in 1846 Pash 
Thus there was an inciease of 4B0 guidesy etc The 
number of Companies, Floclcs, Association, etc,, was 137, 
as against 123 in the previous year Many functions 
were held duiing the y^r under report a Girl Guide 
Rally in connection with the opening of the Giil Guide 
Headquarters, camps at headquaiters, and training 
camps at different places. 

With the co-operation of the heads of institutions in

As in previous yeais, medical inspection of all the 
Government Seconclaiy Schools was conducted by officeis 
of the Medical Depaiiment To make this inspection 
more fiuitful, steps wcie taken duiing the yeai to bring 
about gieatei co-opeiation between tiie scliools and the 
visiting doctoia as well as to enlist the co-opeiation of 
the parents. 

The medical •n^pection of several schools in the 
Dominions has levealcd that moie than 70 per cent of 
the pupils are underfed and that malnutiition is mainly 
responsible for the ill-health prevailing amongst them 
It has been found that the food of pupils, either insuffi- 
cient in quantity or poor in quahty, oi both, defeats the 
object of compulsoiy games and physical tiainmg in 
schools If Physical Education in schools is to have the 
desired effect, the evil of maJnutiition should be attended 
to fiist There is need for providing supplementary 
nouiishment at schools at the midday mteival to neces- 
sitous children who foim the built of oui school-going 
population During the yeai under report, it was decided 
to malte an experiment in this direction in a few selected 
schools in Baida The Medical Department was con- 
sulted in the mattei and a mod^t scheme was submitted 
to Government foi piovision of milli to childien of two 
of the schools in Baida Gkiveinment weie pleased to 
sanction Rs 1,000 for this scheme. If the experiment 
proves successful, it will gradually be extended to other 
schools as funds permit

which the Committee has kept in view in preparing all

Technical and Vocational Education 

Long befoie the question of a i eoi ganisation of thepreiimi- 
systems of education cuiient in the various Provinces of 
Biitish India and Indian States began to engage the at- 
tention of their lespective Governments, His Excellency 
the Right Honouiable Sii Akbai Hydan, with chai actei^ 
istic foiesight, eloquently voiced the need of such a le- 
01 ganisation in his Convocation Addiess to the graduates 
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oi the Punjab University in December, 1925 Subse- 
quently, a Committee, with Nawab Mahdi Yar Jung 
Bahadui as Chairman, considered this question and sub- 
mitted a lepoit to Government Latei on, a Committee, 
of which both Sir Akbai and Nawab Mahdi Yar Jung 
Bahadur weie membeis, was appomted to go into this 
question with special refeience to the conditions obtain- 
ing in these Dominions This Committee appomted a 
Sub-Committee, which latei came to be geneially known 
as the ' Mackenzie Committee/ consisting of the late 
Di A H Mackenzie, Pio-Vice-Chnncellor or the Osmania 
Umversity and the Diiectot of Public Instiuction, to 
foimulate definite piopoaals The Committee accepted 
the lecommendationa of the Sub-Committee with ceitain 
amen^ents and submitted them to Government, who 
were pleased to submit them to His Exalted Highness 
the Nizam of Hydeiabad and Beiai , and our August 
Sovereign, — with that paternal legaid for the happiness, 
piosperity and moial and mental uplift of the teem- 
ing millions under his sway, which has characterised hiB 
auspicious reign from its very beginning,— was graci- 
ously pleased to command that the pioposcd scheme be 
put into operation The loots of this Depaitmeni are 
to be found in this fai -sighted loyal command 

The Depaitment foimally came into existence on 
Safer 29, 1366 H (Thir 7, 1346 Fash), when, in puisu- 
ance of the policy enunciated in the eailiei 
Mubaiuk, His Exalted Highness was gi aciously pleased 
to issue another Fvtman^T^Mubaiakf commanding that 
a new depaitment be established with a ** Special Office! 
and Secietaiy foi Reoiganisation of Education ” This 
designation was changed latei by anothei Firman of His 
Exalted Highness to, " Commiasionei and Secietaiy to 
Government, Depaitment of Technical and Vocational 
Education ” 

The Depaitment being in its infancy, eveiything 
connected with it, is naturally, yet on a veiy modest 
scale The Commissioner and Secietary has a hmitcti 
office establishment of not moi e than half a dozen cleiks, 
accommodated in a small house Up to the end of the 
last financial yeai, the Depaitment had no budget of its 
own and had to depend for its modest demands on the 
savines from the budeet of ihp DpoflitniPn^ nF Pnhlm 
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Instiuction Lately, however, an annually lecuiring 
giant of 0 S Its 1,72,000 has been made to it So far, 
the Depaitment has under it only thiee Government in- 
stitutions and one aided school The three Government 
institutions ai e The Osmania Technical College, formei- 
ly known as the Osmania Central Technical Institute, 
which has one bundled and iifty-six students on its rolls, 
the Industiial School, Aurangabad, which has a total 
strength of foity-seven, and the Industiial Sdiool, Ni- 
zamabad, which is impaiting instruction to forty-two 
students In addition to these Government institutions, 
theie IS tlie Osmania Industrial School, Nampally (Hy- 
deiabad) , wheie one hundred and forty-two students aie 
lecemng mstiuction 

In the beginning of the year 1346 F at the Mr ^ 
suggestion of the then Diiector of Pubhc Instruc- viaS'te 
tion, Ml Abbott, foi long His Majesty’s Chief Inspector g»o 
of Technical Schools under the Boaid of Education in nLonB~ 
England, was invited to Hydei abad to advise H E H 
the Nizam’s Government, so that the Depaitment might 
be able to piofit by his expert advice given with special 
lefeience to local conditions and lequirements 
Ml Abbott arrived m Hydei abad eaily m November, 

1937, and left; the Dominions at the end of Febiuary, 

1938 During his stay in Hyderabad, he inspected some 
of the most important schools and colleges of general 
education and almost all mstitutions connected with in- 
duatiial, technical and vocational education, both in 
Hyderabad city and in the districts, besides visiting most 
of the important centres of industry in the State and 
making a careful first-hand study of the existing in- 
dustrial conditions and the possibilities of industrial 
development in the Dominions 


Mr Abbott's Eeport on Vocatonal Education 
Hyderabad State has been engaging the attention of nepn 
Government for some time and has been extensively re- 
viewed by the local, the Indian and the foreign pi ess A bSucb 
summary of his recommendationB for the development of 
this Depaitment is given below — bad

Within two months of Mi Abbott's departuie, while Action 
his Repoit was yet in the pi ess, the Depaitment submit- 
ted proposals on the subject to Ckivernment These pro- Aviot 
pos^s weie based on the recommendations given above, Beror 
and also included an appioximate estimate of the recal- 
ling and non-iecuirmg expendituie lilcely to be incmied 
in giving effect to the scheme prepared by Mi Abbott 
It was also pointed out in the proposals that, most valu- 
able as his Bepoit undouhtedly was, Mi Abbott had 
omitted to deal with ceitain matteis of undoubted im- 
poitance to these Dominions, — such as the piovision of 
training in (a) the ci aits specially suitable for girls and 
women, (6) in Metalluigy and (c) in Aviation, — and 
that the Department should not be content with simply 
giving effect to Mi Abbott's recommendations. But 
should aim at such development of vocational education 
as would place the State among advanced and piogiessive 
countries of the Woild Soon after the submission of 
these pioposals, anothei and moie detailed scheme out- 
lining a full progidmme of the futuie expansion of the 
Depaitment by stages, togethei with estimates of the 
recuriing and non-recuiiing expendituie likely to be 
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entailed at each stage 'was submitted All these pi^u- 
posals are under the consideiation of Government The 
estimates have been revised since then submission to 
Goveinment and it is now proposed to establish ten In- 
dustiial Schools instead of six 

With a view to preventing the growth of unemploy- 
ment the Department has talcen steps 

(a) to estimate approximately the numbei of 
openings in the various walks of life in the Dominions 
foi men with technical qualidcations, 

(b) to undertake to tiain suitably in the Osmania 
Technical College and Industiial Schools in the districts 
a sufficient numbei of the sons of the soil to fill these 
openings, 

(o) to help forward, in close and continuous col- 
laboration with local business interests and the Sistor 
Department of Commeice and Industry, the industiial 
development of the country by, among othei means, re- 
placing inefficient and untiamed workeis with efficient 
and suitably trained bona fide mulki young men and 
women in the different tx ades and services in the State, 
and 


(d) to see that the spread of technical and voca- 
tional education in the Dominions keeps pace with their 
industrial devdopment, le, to ensure ttat tiie educa- 
tional institutions under the Department turn out 
annually a sufficient numbei of men and women with 
technical qualifications to meet the present and future 
needs adequately 

AdviBory .. Order to secure the dcsiied co-opciation and avoid 
Council the pioduction of technical men in excess of needs, an 
DepMt- Council for the Department, consisting of pio- 

ment mmenfc and experienced representatives of business and 
mdustrial interests in the State, the Department of 
Commerce and Industry and othei allied Dopaitments 
has been created.

like Ml Abbott and the conclusions ai lived at in this 
Conference were kept in mind in fi aming the progi amme 
of the futuie expansion of the Depaitment The mem- 
beis of this Confeience felt that they should form a 
peimanent Sub-Committee of the Adviaoiy Council for 
the special subject of textile education 

As indicated above, a piogiamme for the expansion 
of the Depaitment baaed on Mi Abbott’s rccommenda- pn>e- 
tiona has been submitted to Goveinment but it will le- 
quiie many years to cany out that programme The panau 
best inteiests of the State require that as a hist step a 
numbei of Industiial Schools should be staited at vaiious nent 
places in the State Giafts like weaving (cotton, wool 
and silk), caipentiy, smi^y, fitting, Bidii woik, cane- 
weaving, toy-making and leather -work should be taught 
in these schools The use of suitable machines should 
be encouraged m these schools These schools are ex- 
pected to m£^e the pupils machine-minded and industri- 
ally-minded 

The next step will be the establishment of Vocational 
High Schools with heavier machineiy and moie advanced 
work It will not be difficult foi the boys who success- 
fully complete then courses at the Industiial Schools to 
get absoibed in the various small or large scale industries 
of the State The Advisoiw Council for Technical and 
Vocational Education is also m favoui of the establish- 
ment of Industrial Schools m the State 

As the City of Hyderabad, with its small and large 
scale industries and railway workshops, is fai more ad- 
vanced in every respect than the districts, a special pro- 
gi amme foi the development of Vocation^ Education in 
Hyderabad will be necessary The needs of Hyderabad 
City and the distiicts will be k^t in view in the gradual 
development of the Osmania Technical College into a 
Polytechnic. 

Mention has aheady been made of the annually recur- 
ring giant of Rs 1,72,000 lately made to this Depait- 
ment The manner in which it is proposed to spend tlus 

f rant foi the development of Vocational Education may 
e biiefly indicated The fii^t chaige on it will, otf 
course, be the exipenditui'e entailed by the establishment 
of the piopo&ed Industrial Schools referred to above

Anothei purpose to which a part oi this giant will be 
applied IS the pioposed expanaion of the Osmama Tech- 
nical College It has been decided to make a beginning 
with the esUblishment of Commeicial and Electrical 
Trades Courses in this College These Courses have 
been chosen for immediate establishment, in pieteience 
to many other courses also lecoinmended by Mi Abbott, 
for twofold leasons Firstly, theie can bo no two opin- 
ions as to the necessity of these couises oi the ceitainty 
of employment of students who complete these courses 
In fact, the Hydeiabad Electiicity Act, shoitly to become 
law, makes it imperative that an Electiical Tiades Couise 
of the kind pioposed by the Depaitment be immediately 
established at the Osmama Technical College to turn out 
men with the qualifications demanded by that Act The 
need for men with a sound comineicial tiaining is almost 
equally urgent Secondly, the Commeicial and the 
Electiical Tiades Courses are the only two out of the 
many courses proposed that can suitably be ai ranged in 
the piesent buildings of the Osmama Technical College 
Proposals relating to these couises have already been 
sanctioned by Government and then establishment is 
well within sight 

Provision will also have to be made out of this giant 
to meet the pieliminaiy expenses foi building up a 
system of art education m these Dominions In this 
connection, reference may be made lo the vci y valuable 
suggestion made by H E the Right Honoui able Sii Akbai 
Hydaii, who has done so much foi the encouragement of 
Indian Ai t both in and outside these Dominions, Ihet “An 
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Ajanta School of Painting and Sculpture ” he established 
in Hyderabad State 

The creation of the Depaitment and the publication 
of the Abbott Repoit have obviously qui^ened the 
inteiest of the people of the State in Technical and Voca- 
tional Education and the Depaitment has alieady 
1 eceived a considerable numbei of applications foi grants- 
in-aid 

Two questions of veiy considerable impoitaiice to the 
State are also engaging the attention of the Department

1347 F The existing building of lie College has been 
sold to the Electricity Depaitment foi Rs 2,72,096 and 
His Excellency the Right Honouiable Piesident has 
been pleased to sanction the payment of Rs 25,000 foi 
the pui chase of land foi the new buildings of the College 

The Preparatory and Apprenticeship Com sea weie 
abolished dm mg the year undei lepoit and the length of 
the Diploma Course in Mechanical and Electiical Engi- 
neeiing was leduced from five yeais to four years as 
also the qualification foi admission to it fiom a pass in 
the Intel mediate examination to a I oi 11 class pass in 
the Matriculation or H S L C examination This lesult- 
ed in a laige influx of new students in the first year of

Government Income and Expenditure 


With the year under review begins the sixth tiiennial 
contiact undei the acheine "Departmentalization of 
Finances ” This scheme owes its ongin to the statesman- 
ship and financial genius of the Et Hon'ble Sir Akbar 
Hydaii Wisely conceived and carefully planned, it has 
given Hyderabad a stable system of finance The rules 
and the conventions that have grown in conformity with 
the spuit of the lules have been found eminently suited 
to local conditions and have admirably stood the test of 
time This soundness in the budgetaiy policy enabled 
Hyderabad to stand fim m spite of the crisis that passed 
over the financial world 

The year began with the opening balance of Rs 886 90 
lakhs as against Rs 312 68 lakhs in 1846 F , the total 
iGceipts and expendituie being Rs 91546 lakhs and 
Rs 887 31 lakhs respectively, leaving a surplus of 
Rs 28 15 lakhs as against Rs 49 01 in 1346 F 

The ordinary levenue receipts amounted to 
Rs 915 46 lalths as against Rs 931 46 lalths in 1346 
Fash a decrease of 16 00 lakhs The noteworthy varia- 
tions were an increase of 1 95 lalths under Forests, 7 5 
lakhs under Excise, 0 81 lakhs under Opium and Ganja, 
one lakh under Mines, about a lakh under Vehicle Tax, 
171 lakhs under interest, 0 66 lakhs under Paper 
Currency and 3 85 lakhs under Miscellaneous On the 
othei hand the notable deci eases weie 14 28 lalchs under 
Land Rcivenue, 831 lakhs under Customs, 144 lakhs 
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undei Matches and 10,16 lakhs under Railways The

CHAPTER IX. 

1 Constitatianal Affairs 

The composition of the Constitutional AEans Com- 
mittee remained unalteied dining the yeai under review, 
except that Sir Theodoie Ta^cei was on leave, fiom 11th 
Aidibehisht 1347 Fash, to the close of the yeai, duiing 
which time Ml R M Ci of ton acted for him The Right 
Hon'ble Sir Akbar Hydaii <mntinued as Piesident o± the 
Committee and Membei-in-Chaige and Nawah Ah Yavai 
Jung Bahadui, Seeietaiy, Constitutional Affaiis Depait- 
ment, as Seeietaiy to the Committee throughout the year 

The Committee met eight tames in the yeai and dealt 
with matteis, both external and internal, that were 
placed before it, the moie impoitant among the lattei 
being the pr^osals foi the lefoim of the Legislative 
Council and the enquiiy as regaids methods of leeiuit- 
ment to the sei vices 

Before the visit of His Excellency the Viceroy to 
Hyderabad, in the month of lafandar (Januaiy 1§38) 
an impression was cieated in ceitain sections of the 
public that it was intended to piecipitate a decision in 
favour of Hyderabad's entiy into Federation In ordei 
to remove this misundei standing, a Communique was 
issued on the 29th Dai (3rd December 1937), lecalling 
the previous assurances that no such decision would be 
arrived at without prioi aaceitainment of public views 
through pubhcation of a Yellow Book- 

Foi the rest, theie was a peiiod of lull as far as 
Federation was concerned as no levised diaft of the 
Instiument of Accession was leceived during the yeai 
under review 

Mention may be made of certain activities of the 
Chamber of Piinees in which Hydeiahad paiticipated 
It had been felt foi a long time that while the laigeat 
States weie not participating in the Chambei of Princes 
which was fast losing its lepiesentative character, theie 
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was at the same time considerable need foi an effective 
01 gan aation belonfiing’ to the States and representative 
of all the Slates, large as well as small The constitu- 
tional discussions made the need all the moie apparent 
and uigent as il was obvious that without such an effec- 
tive and lepiesentative oiganisation of the States then 
ease would eithei go by default oi be weakened thtough 
the putting foiwaid of conflicting views The Piinces 
themselves weie conscious of this need, accoidingly, the 
Informal Conference convened in Bombay m May 1934 
at which Then Highnesses the Nawab Rulci of Bhopal, 
the Mahaiajah of Patiala and the Maharajah of Bikaner 
were piesent and to which the Hydeiabad Delegation, 
led by Sii Alcbai Hydaii, was also invited, besolved on 
the foimation of an Infoimal Commiltee of Mimsteis in 
oidei to examine (a) the leport of Joint Select Com- 
mittee and (b) the proposals for ensuring unity among 
the States mie? se In arriving at the conclusion, the 
Confetence was led by the views of the Hyderabad Dele- 
gation as expressed in a statement read out by Sir Akbar 
which had been pieviously approved by His Exalted 
Highness That alaiement, while emphasising the need 
for some kind of States’ league, mentioned that His 
Exalted Highness' Covemment was definitely of the 
opinion that the States’ representativag in such a league 
should be Ministers while at the same tune a separate 
body of Princes should exist for direct and collective con- 
versations with the Viceioy on matters outside the pur- 
view of the Mimsteis For various reasons, not the least 
^ong which was the expeditious despatch of business. 
His Exalted Highness' Government was not in favour of 
the Ministeiial body consisting of more than 12 Minis- 
ters among whom the Hyderabad i epresentative should 
have a peimanent and individual repiesentation The 
statem^t went on to say • — " The discussion of subject 
by the Council of Mimsteis may disclose to then mutual 
benefit a community of intei^ests between groups of States 
the existence of which might otheiwise be overlooked, 
while legular and peiiodical meetings of the Council 
cannot fail to engendet an " esprit d’Ordie " among the 
States ^ In the absence of any oiganisation 

for collective consultations and discussions se, there 
IS dar^i of the States becoming in tune the mere 
appendage of political parties in British India,” 
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The Informal Committee of Ministers resulting from 
this statement and the resolution of the Infoimal Con- 
feience began its notewoifchy career of seivice to the 
Indian States from December 1934 to ApiiL 1989 
Duiing this period, it had for its chairman Sn Akbai 
Hydaii and it met 9 times In the couise of its delibeia- 
tlionS) It not only succeeded in giving a lead to tiie Indian 
States in the matter of then essential demands in connec- 
tion with the Government of India Act and the Instiu- 
ment of Accession but also made ceitain conciete pio- 
posals with regard to lefoim and reorganisation of the 
Chambei of Princes and the establishment of a peimanent 
Committee of Mimsteis which formed the basis of the 
permanent and statutoiy Committee established latei 
It could hardly be expected that proposals regarding the 
ref 01 m and leoiganiaation of the Chambei of Princes, 
involving as they did also questions of i presentation in 
the proposed Committee of Mimsteis and decisions with 
respect to the functions of that Committee, would be 
accepted without conti*oversy The various parties 
among the States weie accozdingly lepiesented in a 
Committee of the Chambers, known as the Beoigan- 
isation Committee, which was appointed to considei 
these proposals in February 1937 at the Instance of His 
Highness of Patiala with His Highness of Bilcaner as 
Chairman This Committee met in Bombay in the fiist 
week of June 1 938 and, as Sir Akbai was unable to attend 
on account of piessuie of State work, Secretary, Constit- 
utional Affaiis, was sent to deputise instead The dis- 
cussions which took place in the Keorganisation Com- 
mittee and the efforts made there to accommodate 
conflicting opinions lesulted in ccitain lesolutions 
accepted subsequently by the Chamber of Princes and led 
to the peimanent Committee now established under the 
Chaiimanship of Sir Akbai Hydan 

The Eeforms Committee appointed undei the Chair- 
manslup of Diwan Bahadui Aiavamudu Aiyangai sub- 
mitted its leport to Government through the Consti- 
tutional Affaus Department on the 2501 Mehn 1347 
Fash (31st August 1938) The work of examination 
of the various proposals, in consultation with the differ- 
ent departments, was immediately undertaken in order 
to assist the Constitutional Affairs Committee in the for- 
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mulaiion ot its opinion A summaiy of tho repoit ia 
annexed

P W D p the Diieetor of Pubhc Instiuction and the Di- 
rector, Electricity Department, foimulated its piopoaals 
for the reorganisation of the Wireless and Broa^aatmg 
Departments on the basis of a detailed repoit piepaied 
by the Secietaiy, Constitutional Affairs These pioposals 
weie submitted to the Wueless Boaid which expressed 
agreement in the main with the pioposals The final 
scheme which thus emeiged was, towaids tiie end of the 
year, made the subject of scrutiny by the Finance Depart- 
ment 

Some of the moie immediate measuies recommended, 
such as the appointment and tiaining of ceitain officers, 
weie at once adopted Thus, an AsBistant Secietaxy was 
appointed with the additional duties of the Chief Licens- 
ing Inspector m view of the pi oposed Wireless Kegulation 
under which Wueless Receiver licenceB are to be imposed 
The services of an Engineer from Messrs Marconi’s 
Wueless Telegiaph Go, Ltd, London, were secured 
tempoiaiilv for a period of two years to act as Wueless 
Adviser and Engineer In the meantime, in order that a 
suitable Mulki might take ovei fiom him at the end of 
this period, Mi Afzal All Khan, a senioi officer of the 
P W.D , was selected on the recommendation of the 
Secretary. P W D and sent to England foi specialization 
m Wueless and Broadcast Engineering Mr Faziui 
Rahman, Assistant Duectoi, Infoimation Bureau, was 
similarly selected as Deputy Controller of the reorganised 
Broadcasting Department and sent to England for train- 
ing at the British Bioadcasting Corporation Pending 
Mr Fazlur Rahman's return from England, Mr Mahboob 
All Tahir, an officer of the Education Department, was 
tempo! anly posted to act m. Mr Fazlur Rahman’s place 

In view of the reorganisation about to be effected, 
rule-making was found to be necessary at the outset 
The first of this set of rules concerned the question of 
delegation of powers while the second dealt with Broad- 
cast Talks Rules with respect to the latter were all the 
more required on account of Hyderabad’s acceptance, 
mutains mtUoTukSf of the provisions of the International 
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Convention concerning the use of Bioadcaating in the 
cause o£ Peace, 1936, to which India was a aignatoiy 

The Sdioomagai Tianbimiting Station was completed 
during the peiiod under leview while consider ahle pio- 
giesb was made in the constiuction of the Station in 
Aurangabad The contiaets with Messis Maiconi's 
Wiieless Telegiaph Company Limited, London, weie 
levLsed and thiee new agreements were substituted with 
a view to bettei legulaling futuie dealings between the 
State and that Company

Miscellaneous . 

SECTION (A) 

EcclesiasLical Department 

An Ecclesiastical Depaitment in some lorm or 
another has heen an integial part ol the administiation 
of this State foi centuiies In olden days it was called 
'Sadaiatul Alia' and its head was known as 'Sadrus- 
Sudur ' The Government lecords show that so long as 
1161 Hi]n that is about two hundred years back, one 
Moulvi Zia-ud-Dm Husain Khan held the office of Sadrus- 
Sudui At that time, the department controlled some 
aeculai blanches of administiation also, but they were 
giadually sepaiated from it, so that by the end of the last 
centuiy, its oiiginal impoitance was consideiably re- 
duced In the yeai' 1294 Fash, we find Nawab Imadus- 
Saltanat, the then Prime Mimstei, making the following 
histone statement — 

“ Practically nothing is left of * Sadaratul Alia * 
now, except its old name and prestige The question 
before me now is to abolish it altogether oi revive it 
It being an old institution of this counti’y closely con- 
nected with religion whidi the people hold so dear, I 
have decided to levive it” 

Thus it was m 1294 F that the present name * Moha- 
kama Omooi Mazhabi ' was hist given to the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Department, but even the Piime Ministei was leluct- 
ant to break away altogethei f i om old ti aditions The 
office of ' Sadaratul Alia ' was still letained though as a 
Bcpaiate institution devoted mainly towaids the min- 
istration of Islamic religious iites and woiship, and its 
head continued to be called ‘ Sadrus-Sudm ' who held the 
privilege of sending his Guzarish and Arzda^t diiect to 
the Kulei of the Stale indep^dently of the Depaitmental 
Minister. Nawab Sadar Yar Jung Bahadui was the last 
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' Sadrus-Sudur * who retned in 1389 Feali, aftei which 
the vacancy was not filled up The next inipoitant mile- 
stone in the evolution of the depaitment is found in the 
yeai 1346 Fash, when both the Ecclesiastical and 
'Sadaratui Aha' W€ie amalgamated and placed undei 
one head, one Secietaiiat and one Mmistei Thus the 
gulf between the two hianches was budged ovei and we 
get its piesent constitution 

A desciiption of the mam duties and functions of the 
depaitment is of inteiest The keynote of its policy was 
sounded about half a centuiy ago in the Piemiei’s state- 
ment of 1294 Fash, quot^ above It amounted to 
saying that lehgion — ^whatever rehgion it may be — ^is 
dear to the people and the fullest possiblo effoit must 
be made by Ihe Government foi spnitual well-being and 
benefit of those entiusted to its cnaige The Ecclesias- 
tical Department may be taken to be a ma<hinei'y 
devised to seive the above purpose Within the 
Dominions, besides chmehes aeatteied all ovei it, theie 
are 26,368 Hindu religious institutions including 24,000 
temples existing side by side with 12,774 Mohammadan 
religious institutions including 4,000 mosques If 
Government gives a giant of Ra 14,860 annually to 
chuiches, it gives a grant of Rs 1,12,870 annually to 
Hindu religious institutions In the shape of land and 
jagir, laige loyal grants have been made both to Hindu 
and Mushm aanctuaiies Rs 3,10,946 is the annual 
income of land gi ants and ' mamul ' foi Hindu temples 
and institutions alone Besides the above giants, we 
find big jagir giants yielding laige incomes, both to 
Muslim and Hindu institutions Then theie aie Tiusta 
and Waqfs made by private individuals The Ecclesias- 
tical Department may be consideied to be the real custo- 
dian of such Intel eats Their managements may be in 
charge of private individuals desciibed as * mutavallis ' 
or 'mahants' or manageia, but the Government can 
nevei be relieved of its obligation to supervise the pioper 
application of the income of these pi opei ties Tins is a 
bioad outhne of the natui-e of duties which the Ecclesias- 
tical Department is expected to perfoim 

One would like to know something of the innei con- 
sitution of this machinery Every Patel and Patvp-ari of 
a village, every Tahsildar of a taluq, every Taluqdar of 
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a district and eveiy Subedar of a division — ^be he Hindu, 
Muslim, Paisi or Chiistian — perfoims the duties of an 
EoeleBiastical Office! in his leapective village, Tahsil, 
District or Suba, under powers conferred upon him 
accoiding to hia position Above ‘ Subedat ' a bifurca- 
tion takes place — one branch shooting towards the 
admimati ative aide of the woilc and anothei towards its 
judicial side On the administi ative aide there is a 
' Nazim. Omooi Mazhabi * o» a Directoz of the Ecclesias- 
tical Department as its head with hia head office at 
Hydeiahad and woiking undei a Secretaiiat and 
Ministei On the judicial side, it is cleai that valuable 
vested inieiests in cash and land ol the nature desciibed 
above cannot exist without disputes between piivate 
individuals who serve as ' mutavallis/ 'mahants' oi 
' manage! a ' at every one of whose death cases of succes- 
sion geneially aiise A special tiibunal exists to decide 
these disputes Thei e is a ^ Nazim Atiyat * taken 
geneially fiom the Revenue Depaitment. who exeicises 
exclusive jurisdiction ovei such cases, and an appeal lies 
froiin hia judgment to a Committee consistang of two 
memheia of the Executive Council, the Chief Justice of 
the High Couit being sometimes called to join the Com- 
mittee in the absence of a Council Membei Neilhei in 
the selection of these judges nor in the administration 
of laws, theie is any distinction on the ground of caste 
or creed Judgments in cases above a certain valuation 
go to His Exalted Highness foi confiimation This is 
the procedure accoiding to which questions of tiUc 
affecting Mohammadan and Hindu Waqfs, Tiusts and 
' Mashrut-ul-Khidmat ' jagirs valuing lakhs of lupees 
are decided The above gives the bioad outline of the 
constitution 

It IS the settled policy of the department not to inter- 
fere with the religious beliefs of the people It takes no 
part m proselytiaafeion of any kind The Goveinment 
fully endoises this view and entertains no doubt that the 
Ecclesiastical Department will continue to act upon this 
poli(^ 

As to matters affecting the liberty of peiformance of 
migious rites by the membets of a community, two old 
Firmans need be quoted, one of which goes on to say, “ In 
a country inhabited by different races professing differ- 
ent leligions, no Grovernment would like to stop any 
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religious act unless its public peiformance inflanies the 
feelings of the followeia of other religions to such an 
extent as to cause ,a dangei to pubbc peace and safety It 
was to remove all apprehension of dLstuibance to public 
peace and ordei that my Government has made a lule 
tifiat when a person wants to constmct a new leligious 
building 01 enclosuie such as mosque, chmch, or any 
othei place of woiship, school oi graves, etc, pievious 
sanction of the Government should be obtained ” Other 
Firmans may be quoted to show that similar policy 
undeiliea those Government oiders and Ga^tis which 
relate to the playing of music, or piocessions, or preach- 
ing of 1 eligion in genei al In all such mattei s full liberty 
exists for all communitLes without distinction unless that 
liberty is misused or its exercise is likely to lead to the 
distui banco of peace and older, to meet which clans of 
cases rules lay down the ways and methods subject to 
which that libeity is to be exercised It is needless to 
say that these commands of His Hxalted Highness, based 
on principles of administration ui the public interests, 
continue to guide the policy of the Government m all such 
mattei s 

The pieseivation and proper management of propel- 
ties attached to Waqfs and other religious endowments 
is one of the important duties of the Ecclesiastical 
Depaitment The latter has, therefore, been consistently 
endeavouring to find out what endowed propel ties have "WagfE 
to be entered into the register of Waqfs and to arrange 
for their income being utilised propeily In the absence, . 
however, of laws regulating the management of Waqfs, 
the department was considerably handicapped in its 
endeavours An effort is, therefore, being made to bring 
into effect Waqf Laws as eaily as possible and steps are 
being taken to ensuie that such of the endowed proper- 
ties as have passed into illegal possession or whose momes 
aie being utilised contrary to the objects for which the 
Trusts were ci eated are brought under proper control 

Theie is for this purpose a Superintendent of Waqfs 
in the City, while in the districts the relating duties are 
performed by the respective touring officers. In the year 
under lepoit 96 fresh properties with a valuation of 
Es 4,82,893 and yielding an annual income of Rs 8,784 
have been brought on the register. The number of 
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aimilar propeities for 134& and 1346 Fash was 115 and 
41 lespectively Thus, including the 1,031 properties 
previously legisteted, there are now 1,283 propeities on 
the Waqf Register Apart from these, ariangements are 
also being made to regiatei the Ashurkhanas built at 
Government cost The pi opei ties which ai e thus bi ought 
under contiol are of Ihrec kinds — ^In the first category 
are ^ose piopeities which on account of maladministi a- 
tion of their custodians or Mutavallia or owing to the 
absence of the adminiatratoi have been taken under the 
direct super vision of the Super intendent of Religious 
Buildings 01 the Superintendent of Temples as the case 
may be The second category comprises properties that 
aie managed by Trustees but whose income and expendi- 
tui e are duly accounted for by the Ecclesiastical Depart- 
ment In the thud category are mcluded those proper- 
ties which aie entirely under the management of the 
creators of Waqfs oi then Muiavallis The number 
belon^ng to the first category, so far as the City is con- 
cerned, is 69, among which are 35 Mosques, 12 Temples, 
19 Dargaha, 1 Nabikhana and 2 Ashurkhanas In the 
distncta also theie oiganisation ol Waqfs hiia com- 
menced and two piopeities were registered during the 
year 


Aurangabad had been the seat of several Ruling 
Dynasties and abounds in Waqfs and endowed pi opci ties. 
It has, theiefoie, been selected first to commence this 
woik in the districts A Special Officer was appointed 
mg- for this puipose dm mg the year under report and he has 
submitted 34 budgets for the reorganised Waqfs and 
properties, which have been divided into two classes, viz , 
those which are under the supervision, of Goveinmont 
and those which are managed directly by the Mutavalhs 
The aggregate value of the pioperties under the fiist 
category amounts to Rs 1,23,490, while that of the pro- 
perties under the second category amounts to Rs 41,228 
Although the reorganisation wor'c in Aurangabad ih still 
in its initial stages, the results have so far been very 
^tisfactory, inasmuch as there is a balance of 
Rs. 1,61,068 to the credit of these properties which can 
be utilised for the special purposes for winch these Trusts 
were originally created, 
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A numbei of admimstiative informs were intioduoed Reiisiouii 
in 01 del to expedite, parfcieulaily in the distucts, the 
disposal of applications submitted for the constiuction 
and repairs of religion^ buildings Duiing tlie year 
under lepoit sanction was gi anted foi the constiuction 
of 19 new leligious buildings of which 13 belonged to 
Muslims, 5 to Hindus and one to othei leligions Hepaiis 
and additions undei the supervision of the depaitment 
weie permitted to 67 buildings of which 25 belonged to 
Muslims and 42 to Hindus An amount of Es 10,511-7-8 
was placed at the disposal of the Public Works Depart- 
ment for the purpose of special lepairs to religious 
buildings both in the City and the distiicts 

SECTION (B) 

Electricity — City and Distucts 

The impiovements in the quantity and quality of the stieot 
street lighting which were initiated duiing the yeai 1E46 
Fash made gieat piogiess dming the yeai under review 
The nutnbei of points weie increased from 2,508 to d,524, 
and the consumption lase fiom 2,42,407 units to 4,80,128 
units At the same time the aveiage pi ice pei unit fell

One new Substation was elected duimg the yeai in E'tten- 
the new standaid foimi of Substation aachitectuie Five 
pole-type outdooi tiansfoimeis were also eiected There 
were Mteen mam feeder lines and 102 Substations (in- 
cluding 16 pole-type ti’ansfoimeis) at the end of the yeai 
1847 Fash Three fuilongs and 15f yaids of cable of 
vanouB sizes costing about Rs 4',228 and four miles, 
seven fuilongs and 2043 yards of overhead mama costing 
about Rs 25,944 weie laid giving connection to 729 new 
conaumeis duiing the year The supply was taken to 
several entirely new districte such as Muyalguda, 
Chikadpally, and New Mallapally and fui ther extensions 
weie made to the mams at Seethapalmandi, Adigmet and 
Ghenchelguda. 
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In thiB Hueain Sagar Power House the new boiler 
plant which was installed duung the pievious yeai gai^e 
veiy satisfactoiy seivice and an oidei was placed with 
Messrs Spearing & Company “foi a furthei extension 
These extensions, however, though oideied in the year 
under leview, were not completed during that year A 
second chimney of the new design, as mentioned in the 
leporL for 1346 Fasli was erected during the year 1347 
Pash A fuithei improvement in fuel cost was lealised 
during the yeai 1847 Pasli The cost pei unit geneiated 
fell fiom annas 0 194 to annas 0 190, and the cost per 
unit sold fell from annas 0 24B to annas 0 230 This was 
attiibutahle entiiely to the impioved efficiency of the new 
boilers 

The trouble, inconvenience, and expenses aiising 
from watei shortage in the Husain Sagai weie gieatly 
aggiavated during the yeai 1347 Pash, when the water 
fell to a minimum level of 14 feet above datum as against 
a minimum level of 18 ft.»4 in dming the previous 
yeai This shoitage was lesponsible foi incurring 
capital expendituie to the extent of Rs 18,246-6-11 and 
a further expenditure of Rb 1,997-12-0 debatable to Ihe 
revenues of the depai tmenl Poi tunately, the latter part 
of the year saw a great improvement in the situation, 
when the lake lose to a level of 26 ft, 4 in by the end 
of the yeai but the inflow of water came too late to avoid 
the expendituie that had already been incuried. 

During the year undei review the Mint Worli&liop, 
which ihad hitheito dealt with the bulk of repair and 
manufactuie work foi Hie Electricity Department, was 
closed In ordei to avoid interruption to stea^ work 
of the Eleciiicity Department temporary sheds were 
quicl^ly thiown up to accommodate a few ma(hines and 
other ^uipment purchased fiom the old Mint Workshop 
Dunng Che latter pai t of the yeai, therefore, the Electn- 
city Depai tment was undertaking most of its own i epairs 
and manufacture As the Old Powei House had finally 
become obsolete, the generating plant was sold and steps 
were t^ten to conveit the building into a much-needed 
Central Stores 

The financial results of the year excelled those of any 
other year in the history of the department Despite tli 
enormous reduction to the Secunderabad Electricity 
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Company amounting to Bs 08,382) the Aet profitB 
exceeded those of the yeai 1346 Fash by Rs. 54,410 oi 
7 2 pei cent 

The net pioOta as expi eased in terms of the expended 
capital, less the depieciation fund, at the end of the year

The msciiption on the gun 
which IS on tins bastion had alieady been published by 
Ml G Ydzdani, obe, m the Epigiaphia Indo-Mosle- 
miea Fiom this bastion the visitoia have a very good 
panoiamic view of the tombs as well as of the fortifica- 
tions of the Foit Repaiis of simiUi natuie were made 
to tie Musa Bui j whidi also contains one of Aui angzeb’s 
guns Inside the Bala Hisar lanlc vegetation and wild 
glowing tiees weie thoioughly eiadicated and repaiis 
of an impoitant nature weie made to the monuments 
inside the Bala Hisar 

At Ajanta and Ellora the usual woik has been ex- 
tended and a new foot-paidi has been constructed to make 
the caves more easily accessible to the visilois 

The proposal foi housing the exU’eincly inteiestmg 
collection of pictuies made by the depaitment mateiial- 
laed during the year under lepoit and a building was 
elected in the vicinity of the Museum which was giaci- 
ously opened by His Exalted Highness the Nizam 

At Golconda excavations of a prclimmaiy natuie 
weie conducted by the department in front of the Old 
Aimouiy This has lesulted in the discovery of brolcen 
pieces of china and seveial othei inteiestmg objects, 
which throw much light upon the culture ol the period 

The objects discovei’ed at Maski and Paithan in 1936 
were catalogued during the year under repoit and exhi- 
bits from the Raichui district weie sent to the Interna- 
tional Congi'ess of Anthropological and Ethnological 
Sciences The Depaitment deputed the Assistant 
Diiector to the International Congiess of Oiientahsts 
which was held at Brussels in Septemhez 1938, where

Diiectoi of Aichseology has published in the 
^ * Epigiaphia Indo-Moslemica about 80 Moslem inscrip- 
tions of the Dominions from Ealyani, Mudgal, Taltam, 
Hyderabad City, Anand and Patancheru. These ins- 
criptions date from the T'ughluq period down to the end 
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of the Mughal dynasty and many of them are very im- 
poitant from the point view of histoiy and calligraphy 

In Januaiy 1938j Hei Excellency Lady Linlithgow Muaeum 
visited the Museum and paid a high tribute to the quality 
of the exhibits and also the skdl and knowledge with 
which they had been classified and ai ranged The 
Museum continued to make steady piogiess Objects of 
histoiical and laitistic importance were collected in gieat 
numbei A. beautiful Mandap on the lines of tlie Kaka- 
tiya aichitectuie was elected in the open space of the 
Museum in which foui old piUais weie utilised as sup-

Geologically, a inajoi pottion of ilie peninsular 
gneibsic complex oceuia to the north and a belt of Purana 
sedimentariea to the south f ringing the noith Kiishna 
basin The sedimentariea consist of a lowei senes of 
giitty conglomerates, quari^itic sandstones, shales and 
slates, and an uppei aeiies of limestones and are giouped 
■with the lowermost Kurnoola of King’s classification of 
the Puiana senes Patches of Dhaiwai hornblende 
schists and a netwoik of .diontic and doloiitic dykes aie 
found scattered in the gneissic zone A ci‘owding of 
dykes in locabsed centres in the gneisses along the maigin 
of the sedimentaiies is a ehaiacterisUc featiiie 

Some basic dykes which appeal to be of Dharwanan 
ailinitv have laigely decomjKiBed yielding potstonea and

Limestones occui in variegated colours ranging from 
purplish red and bluish giey to buff and fawn varieties 
in Waziiabad and Mudimanikam The shales, kunkar 
and limestones appeal to be suitable for cement industry 
and are available in inexhaustible quantity south of 
Damaichei'la and other localities at the margin of the 
limestone formations 

In the Musi section, the flne indurated shaly slates 
affoid excellent mateiial foi making writing slates and 
also foi loofing and flooimg purposes 

Felspai and Kaoliniaed white earth occur with pegma- 
tite veins at Nidmanur and also with a quarte reef north 
of Damarcheila These appear to be suitable for ceramic 
industry 

Galena in quartz gangue in association with an 
epidioritie rock has been noted noith of Konnengudem 
in Devaikonda taluk A line of old workings for galena 
has been discoveied about a mile east of CliinLalfcunta.

(2) Huzurnagai Taluk — The boundaiiea of

The limestones with the associated shales are well

Kepoi t was published during the year 

The prcpaiation of administration leports in the 
future was the subject of an important circulai which 
(jovcrnmeni issued to the departments during the yeai 
It laid down the broad lines to be followed botli in the 
collection of the material to be used in the compilation of 
the Genei al Administration Repoi t by the IirPoi mation 
Jiureau and in the preparation of Departmental Admi- 
nistration Reports 

The points emphasised in the ciicular weie fourfold, 
that an angements should be made to enable the expedi- 
timis collection of necessary facts and figuies by the end 
of the yeai so that leports may be compiled as eaily ra 
possible , that the drafts should be prepared in a concise, 
informative and interesting stylo to bring out facts as 
aie of popular inteiest and have beaiing on the public 
weal, that reports should be made available simultane- 
ously to the Pi ess and others interested and that all 
repoits should be accompanied by Uidu and English 
summaries written up in a way that would enable the 
public to form correct ideas on important subjects with- 
out reading the origm^l repoi ts

and warnings conveyed to these papers through tv 
Communiques halving proved to be in vain, rccouisc W! 
reluctantly had to the imposition of a ban on then cnti 
while lor similai reasons one local newspaper was calk 
upon to fuinish a secuiity During the peiiod of tl 
riots, censorship had also foi a brief mleival to 1 
imposed on local newspapers in so fai as matter legari 
mg intei communal lelations was conceined.
